A LAND OF LEAFY DELLS AND. 
SMOOTH GREEN HILLSIDES. 
JOURNEYING THROUGH A PERPETUAL 8UM- 


MER-—FROM THE HIMALAYAS TO SOUTH- 
ERN ENGLAND—A PLACE FOR DOCTORS, 
THOUGH NOT FOR DOCTORS—SIGHTS AT 
VENTNOR. 


SHANKLIN Downs, Isle of Wight, May 
1l.—My voyage to Afghanistan and back is 
nearing its close, and it is appropriate enough 
that a journey which began with one island 


should end with another, The Isle of Wight 


is certainly the greatest possible contrast to 
the Isle of Man, but if inferior to its northern 
rival in grandeur, it far surpasses the latter in 
quiet, rustic beauty. It might not, perhaps, 
have pleased the taste of that fastidious gen- 


tleman who was driven from his country 
house by “ the deafening clamor of the night- 


ingales and the overpowering stench of the 
roses,’’ But, nevertheless, its leafy dells and 
smooth, green hillsides, and quiet, old-fash- 
ioned villages and tall hedge-rows, bright with 
Wiid flowers of every kind, are a very pleasant 
change from the barren sands of Dunkirk 
and the dreary waves of the Bay of Biscay. 
Moreover, the beauty of the scenery is en- 
hanced by that of the weather, no light ad- 
vantage in England. In fact, my present voy- 
age has been very much on the principle of 
Hood’s epicure, who so timed his Scar around 
the world as to reach every successive country 
just as green peas were coming into season 
there. In like manner I have carried Summer 
with me from first to last, leaving New- 
York in September, visiting sunny Cornwall 
and the Scilly Isles in Galetue: traversing the 
Mediterranean and the Red Sea in November, 
wintering in India and Afghanistan, and re- 
turning justin time for the short-lived Sum- 
mer of Southern England. Itis true that a 
storm of almost unexampled severity swept 
over this whole region barely a fortnight ago, 
but at least the change of the seasons is not 
marked in England by the same ominous 
tokens which, according to the poetical testi- 
mony of M. Minaieff, characterize it in Russia: 


All the hospitals are crowded, 
Dead are buried band on band; 
Sleep with troubled dreams! s cloudod— 
Sign that Spring is near at hand. 
“ Glows tho sun in sky unclouded, 
Shines the stream like silver clear; 
sll the hospitals are crowded— 
Sign that burning Summer’s near. 
“ Hospitals choke-fall are crowded, 
Dead are buried, others die; 
rhis (to all a sign undoubted,) 
Tells that gloomy Autumn’s nigh. 
“Fitfully the moon o’erclouded 
Glimmers on the icy floor, 
Ana the hospitals are crowded, 
Sign that Winter’s at the door.” 


There are few prettier routes in the whole 
South of Hngland, picturesaue though it is, 
than the journey from London to Portsmouth 
and the Isle of Wight on a fine Summer morn- 
ing. After the gloomy and colossal grandeur 
of the Himalaya, with its mile-high cliffs and 
countless leagues of eternal snow, itis quite a 
relief to look round upon the smooth green 
slopes of the Hampshire hills, with their dark 
clumps ci wooding, their golden-buttercup 
meadows, their tiny white cottages, and every 
here and there a slender gray church-spire ris- 
ing above the clustering leaves of a group of 
grand old patriarchal elms, which may have 
seen the march of Cromwell’s armies and the 
homeward passage of Charles II. A flight of 
cawing rooks rise from the thatched roof of a 
quaint old farm-house as the train thun- 
ders past. On the rustic bridge beyond it, 
just where a friendly bough shields him from 
observation, a stalwart young fellow in cordu- 
roys, with the ruddy glow of open-air work on 
his handsome face, has suddenly encountered 
2 pretty girl in a bread-leaved hat, whose start 
of affected surprise is too transparent to de- 
ceive any one. Suddenly we burst into a wide, 
sunny, green valley, on the further side of 
‘which the stately front of Arundel Castle 
rises in all its massive strength along the slop- 
ing hillside. A momentary vision of crowded 
streets and serried roofs, sentineled by the 
huge gray tower of Chichester Cathedral, and 
then out into the open country once more. So 
bright and cheerful does everything look in 
the glorious May sunshine that you cannot 
imagine any one feeling ill or unhappy amid 
Buch surroundings, although poor old Giles 
Hobrail, tho farm laborer, wading ankle-deep 
in mud, with the cruel easterly wind cutting 
through his rheumatic limbs and his gray 
head racked with anxieties about the keeping 
of a sickly wife and seven children upon $2 a 
week, would tell you a very different story. 

Even before you come in sight of the smoke- 
breathing chimneys and bristling masts of 
Portsmouth you are warned of its nearness by 
seeing the brawny sailor who sits opposite you 

, pull down and cord the canvas bag that repre- 
sents his whole stock of luggage with a brisk 
handiness that would'suflice of itself to stamp 
him as an old man-of-war’s man, even without 
the gilt-lettered band around his trim black 
cap. A sudden call for tickets, a rush, a rat- 
tle, a jolt, and the train comes to a stand-still 
with along creaking groan like some sleepy 
giant stretching himself after anap. Out you 
jump, and fighting your way through the 
mélee of jostling bundles and clashing umbrel- 
las raging im the doorway, pe down a 
wooden stair, ;amp on board a queer little 
steamer very much like a basket set on a din- 
ner-tray, and swing slowly out into the mid- 
channel of the inlet. 

And now, is not this a scene worth looking 
at? Behind us rises the purple outline of the 
‘beautiful hills of Hampshire, flecked every 
here and there with a broad sheen of gold by 
the midday sunlight. To the left lie the nar- 
row, straggling streets of Portsmouth, looking 
out along the curving shores of the inlet to- 
ward the shining sea beyond, upon which 
appear, like two great black blots on aclean 
ropy-book, the squat, round-shouidered forts 
that guard the channel. To the right extend 

he dock-yards of Gosport and the long, low 
romontory of Spithead, beside which, within 
the memory of men still living, the long- 
smoldering discontent of the sturdy fellows 
who had fought at Camperdown and St. Vin- 
cent blazed forth into open mutiny. As we 
glide out of the harbor we pass close to a 
couple of huge wooden three-deckers of the 
old school, which may have seen that fatal day 
and all its terrible consequences. This is in- 
deed classic ground, memorable in history 
pnd doubly memorable in fiction, thanks to 
the genius of brave old Capt. Marryatt, the 
pure and gentie historian whose graceful hu- 
mor played like a will’o-the-wisp over the 
foul depths of a brutal and san ry age. 
‘Yonder in the offing, behind the point, lay 
the frigate whence Frank Mildmay swam 
ashore for one last look at his sweetheart, with 
the marines cracking off their muskets at him 
as a supposed deserter. Into one of these little 
taverns beside the quay poor Peter Simple 
‘was dragged by the Amazons of the ‘Sally- 
port,” and fought his way out again witha 
red-hot poker,*leaving his purse and all its con- 
tents behind him. This short, thick-set, gray- 
haired blue-jacket, with an oar on his shoulder 
anda pipe in his mouth, might be Deaf Sta- 
pleton, the waterman, full of new observations 
upon ‘‘human natur’,’’and one would hardly 
be surprised to see Midshipman Easy and his 
brother scapegraces coming roystering out of 
the ‘‘ Blue Posts’? upon some-errand of mis- 
chief, or to hear Mr, Chucks, the gentlemanly 
boatswain, addressing some unfortunate sailor 
with, ‘Allow me to observe, my dear man, in 
the most delicate mannerin the world, that 
ou are a greasy, lubberiy, deck-scraping, 
urgoo-gobbling son of a gun |” 

Less than balf an bour suffices to carry you 
across the strait to the pier at Ryde, sg 
which the afternoon train is already waiting. 
Then follows a delightful run of 40 minutes 
through a succession of snug little green val- 
leys, shut in by steep grassy , through the 
clefts of which you catch a glimpse ever and 
anon of the huge white cliffs that bul- 
wark the coast, and the bright blue sea far be- 
low. At length, sweeping around the base of 
the Shanklin Downs—which might more fitly 

be called Shanklin Ups, inasmuch as they rise 

wlmost perpendicularly to a height of more 
than 800 feet above the sea level—you come 
own upon Ventnor, the southermost town of 
he Isle of Wight. It is a thousand pities that 
ickens never thought of trying his hand upon 
this ‘‘city by the sea,” for no one else could 

‘have done justice to it. We have all heard it

This would be just the place for the 
learned lady who said: *‘I love my love with 
an F, because he’s a physician.”” In every 
sheltered spot you will find a seat, and 
upon every seat you wiil find half a 
dozen interesting “ cases,” detailing their 
symptoms to each other, proudly speci- 
fying the number of pounds which they 
have gained or lost during the past month, 
and expatiating upon the strength and flavor 
of their respective medicines with the air of a 


knot of connoisseurs discussing the quality of 
some rare old Spank or Italian wine, Next 
to their own ailments they are always most 
fluent upon the merits of their doctors, upon 
whose every word they hang with a touching 
faith recalling the good old story of the Irish- 
man who, having been knocked down and 
stunned by a heavy blow, was pronounced by 
a doctor to be dead. Just then Paddy recov- 
ered his senses, and hearing this tremendous 
verdict shrieked in terror, ‘Uh, boys, don’t 
be after buryin’ me! sure I’m not dead at all, 
at all.’’ ‘Not dead, is it, ye spalpeen?”’ 
echoed a friend who stood near; *‘och, thin, 
hould yer tongue; don’t ye think the doctor 
knows better than you #”’ 

But there are other sights to be seen in Vent- 
nor more attractive than these clubs of dis- 
ease. Indeed, the whole town is a sight in 
itself, perched snugly upon a narrow, sloping 
terrace, with the huge green wal! of the Downs 
overhanging it above, and the massive chalk 
buttresses of the ‘ Undercliff ” supporting it 
beiow. Looking at the conformation of the 
ground, a poet might well imagine that some 
good-natured earth giant of the elder world, 
some Skrymir or Eimer of Scandinavian 
mythology had sat aown here by the sea 
and taken the little town in his lap, and 
were petting and nursing it as if it were an 
invalid too. It is certainly wrengse up like 
one, thanks to the clustering trees that encircle 
it with every tint from dark glossy n to 
pale golden yellow; and tae churches that 
form its extreme points to the east and west 
net bas preg wf suggest the crosses once placed 
around the bed of every moribund gentleman 
in order to keep off the unmannerly demons 
who might wish to intrude upon him prema- 
turely. 

But any one who wishes to see the Isle of 
Wight as it ought to be seen, cannot do better 
than pocket a paper of sandwiches and a local 
map and start out early on one of these glori- 
ous Summer mornings to find his way across 
the Downs to the Nttle village of Godshill, 
which lies about five miles to the north-west, 
Here every turv of the way gives one some 
new picturesqueness to look at. First come 
the steep, narrow, straggling streets of Vent- 
nor itselt, which seom to be always laboring 
to scramble up the hill and then slipping down 
again just as they are close to the top. Then 
you come out into the open country, not with 
out one farewell reminder of the medicinal 
character of the place, in the shape of a hos- 
pital, which thrusts forward its big stone front 
obtrusively at you as go by like some surgical 
giant Pope mounting guard atthe endof a 
modern valley of the shadow of death, and 
insisting upon administering physic to every 
passing pilgrim. 

But all thought of pain and weakness and 
sorrow vanishes ina moment when once you 
get fairly up among these glorious breezy hills, 
where, to quote the emphatic words of one 
who knew them well, ‘‘a man couldn’t die if 
he tried.”” Away you go, up hill and down 
dale, as if you could never tire, while the 
sturdy little flaxen-haired toddlers at the cot- 
tage doors open theirround blue eyes at you in 
wonder, and the sedate old smock-frocked 
wagoners who are plodding along the road be- 
side their teams gaze after you with a lurking 
grin. Now youdip between two high banks 
above which the hedge rows are all white with 
fragrant May blossoms. Now you are breast- 
ing a steep incline, upon the face of which a 
queer little narrow-windowed house, half 
buried in ivy, is pasted like a postage stamp. 
Now you descend all at once into a charming 
little shady dell, in the depths of which a tiny 
brook is flashing and gurgling among hugo 
moss-grown stones. At length you crowna 
bold ridge, from the crest of which you can 
descry the distant sea glittering in the morning 
sunshine far away to the south. Mending 
your pace, you plunge down the opposite slope 
and come suddenly into the quiet little village, 
whither you are bound. 

And now you pass all at once into a new 
world, or rather into an old one which seems 
new by contrast with the world around it. The 
quaint little thatched cottages, whose narrow 
upper windows, cut through the projecting 
thatch, give them the look of a man peering 
through a holein the brim of his hat, seem as 
if they had stood there unchanged for the last 
three or four hundred years. The only dog 
visibie in the one street of the little hamlet is 
too drowsy even to bark, and shows his teeth 
merely as a matter of form. Oaks and elms 
which may have seen the departure of Cceur 
de Lion on the third crusade overshadow the 
antique sun-dial in the little green churchyard 
on the summit of the hill, and the old Norman 
church, whose gray tower rises from among 
them, is fully as ancient as they. 

Quiet as it looks, this old building would 
have many a strange and stirring tale to relate 
could it but tell what it has seen. Since grim 
old Guillaume Fitz-Osborne received the lord- 
sbip of the Isle of Wight from his namesake, 
William the Conqueror, “* for good service 
done in stricken field at Hastings,’”’? many an 
iron-handed Norman Baron has come hither 
on the eve of some bloody battle or deadly 
single combat to make the vow which he came 
back to redeem with crimsoned hands and 
dinted mail. Butthe legend which the gray- 
haired sexton will tell you concerning it exists 
in various forms in every land from the Baltic 
to the Bay of Biscay: 

“You see, Sir, a Many, many years ago 
there was one of the great folks that lived in 
these parts then went a-ridin’ along the Downs 
that’s above Ventnor yonder. Somesay ’twas 
the Bishop, and some say ’twas the lord of the 
manor, but that’s neither here nor there. 
Well, }just at the steepest place of all, what 
does his horse do but stumble aud begin to slip 
down, and whatever he did to try and pull it 
up, away it went down the hill slippity-slidey, 
same as a boy slidin’ down the rail of a 
stair, till it seemed as if they were both bound 
to be smashed to bits. So then he took and 
vowed to his patron saint—as the way was in 
the Popish days—that if he’d only git him out 
o’ the scrape he’d give an acre of land to build 
a church on, and: pay for the buildin’ of it 
himself. No sooner was the words out of his 
mouth than the horse stopped dead short, and 
there’s a well just where its hoof struck, and 
they say that if you go up there at full moon 
without lookin’ hind you, and wish for any- 
thing, it’ll be granted. 

** Well, to work they went to build the church 
down in that hollow yonier, ‘cause the Lord 
wanted the top of the hill for a house of his 
own. But they didn’t get on very quick, for 
every night somebody carried all the stones 
and things right up the hill to where we’re a 
standin’ now. At st the lord’s patron saint 


came to him in a dream, and axed what did he 


mean by havin’ the cheek to build God’s house 
below his own, andit he didn’t shift his church 
up here he’d take 2. month of Sundays to build 
it and then he couldn’t. So the church was 
shifted to the top of the hill, just where you 
see it now, and that’s how the place got the 
name of God’s Hill, and it’s kep’ that name 
ever since,” DK

THE STEAMER GELLERT ‘ON FIRE.

THE WHEAT HARVEST BEGUN. 

BisMaAROK, Dakota, July 31.—The harvesting 
of wheat on the Missouri slope began quite 
-generally this morning. The yield will be 
enormous. The rains this year have been 
equally distributed and the ‘grain crop, 
of all kinds, is heavy. Thiscannot be said of 
the Red River Valley, 200 miles east, where the 
ground is perfectly level, as there has been 


too much moisture, and thousands of acres 
of wheat have been drowned out. From 
Jamestown west to the Missouri the prairie is roll- 
ing, and the crops could scarcely look better. Bar- 
ley is harvested and averages about 40 bushels. 
Oats average in this section from 60 to 75 bushels, 
and wheat from 25 to 35, and in some places much 
higher.

Blaine admits that such interviews took place, and 
confirms the accuracy of my recollection as to the 
leading incidents of these iaterviews, alleging only 
that his conductand language on those occasions 
must be tuterpreted, not by the light of the cireum- 
stances in which the interviews occurred, but in 
conformity with the views which he now entertains 
as to their peetie significance. This will be 
sufficiently illustrated by Mr. Biaine’s reference 
to the interview which took place between Mr. 
Blaine, Mr. Elmore, and myself in April, 1881, on 
which occasion Mr. Blaine sent tothe Navy Depart- 
ment to ascertain the draught of our squadron in 
the South Pacific. Mr. Blaine thus speaks: 

“The incident related vy Mr. Randall and Mr, El- 
more about my sending to the Navy Department to 

et an estimate of our naval atrength in the South 

‘acific, with the apparent intention of some warlike 
demonstrations, is very amusing. It needs little com- 
ment beyond the following statement: 

“July 18, 1882.—In May last, after Gen. Turlbut was 
confirmed as Minister to Peru, he requested that a 
naval vessel might be detailed to convey him from 
Panama to Callao, As the private secretary to the 
Secretary of State at that time, I went to the Navy De- 

artment to get a list of the naval vessels in the South 
-acific squadron, with wheir respective locations, 
with a view of ascertaining the probable time of a 
vessel being at Panama. That occasion and a subse- 
geen} one, when & naval veasel was asked to convey 
lr. Trescot from Panama to Vaiparaiso, were the 
only times that I heard of our naval strength in 
the South Pacific being discussed or In any way re- 
ferred to in the Department of State. 
‘“ WALKER BLAINE, 

“When the list was broughttome Mr. Kandall and 
Mr. Elmore were in the department, and some re- 
marks were made in an amusing vein about our great 
naval strength on the South Pacific coast, contrasting 
it with the seven English tron-clada then on the same 
station, The fertile imaginesion and defective mem- 
ory of Mr, Randail and Mr. Elmore have invested the 
incident with a significance for which there was never 
the slightest justification.” 

Mr. Blaine, it will be seen, admits that at an in- 
terview with myself and Mr. Elmore he exhibited 
to us a list of the naval force of the United States 
in the South Pacific, which he sent for to the Navy 
Department, and we commented upon it in connes- 
tion with the strength of ‘the seven English fron- 
clads then on the same station."’ But he now gives 
it to be understoed that his object in sending for the 
list was to ascertain at what time a United 
States man-of-war would probably be in Panama 
to convey the American Minister, Gen. Huribut, 
to Callao. It might be pertinent, were Mr. Blaine 
under cross-examisation, to inguire why the Sec- 
retary of Stato should havo discussed with the 
Peruvian Minister and the attorney for the Crédit 
Industriel of France, the question of sending an 
American Minister to Peru in a_man-of- 
war, if it was not acting in ‘‘confldential” 
relations with them. tt may be pertinent 
also to inquire in thls connection why 
the Secretary of State should have gone into a con 
trast of our squadron with the “seven English iron- 
clads” if no question of a possible collision of pol- 
icy and interest between the Nnglish and Amert- 
can Governments on the issues arising in South 
America had been raised between himself and his 
interlocutors. But in vindication of my own ver- 
sion of an incident which Mr. Blaine, while in one 
breath he calls it “imaginary” in the next breath 
admits to have occurred precisely as it was stated 
in my sworn testimony to have occurred, 
itis sufficient for me now to call the attention of 
your honorable committee to the fact that the fn- 
terview referred to took place in April, 1441, some 
time before Gen. Hurlbut had been nominated as 
Minister to. Peru, and at least seven months before 
the idea of sending Mr. Trescot to South America 
was so much as dreamed of. Jt is plain that when 
Mr. Blaine connected the incident ot Gen. Hurlbut’s 
request for a war vessel to take him to Callao with 
the incident cited and explained byime ho laid 
himself open tothe imputation either of a“ fer 
tile imagination,” or of a *‘ defective memory.”

THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL 
FEATURES OF THE MEASURE AS PASSED BY 
THE SENATE, 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—-The features of the 
Naval Appropriation bill, as it passed the Senate 
to-day, are as follows: Appointments from the 
Naval Academy are to be made when necessary to 
fill vacancies in the lower grades of the 
ine, Engineer Corps, and Marine Corps, but are 
not to pumber lessthan 10in each year. Gradu- 
ates who do not receive appointment aro to be 
given a certificate of graduation, an honorable dis- 
charge, and one year’s sea pay. The active list of 
the Medical Corps of the Navy is made to consist of 


15 Medical Directors, 15 Medical Inspectors, 50 Sur- 
geons, and 9 Assistant and Passed Assistant 
Surgeons. The active list of the Pay Corps is 
hereafter to comprise 13 Pay Directors, 13 Pay 
Inspectors, 40 Paymasiers, 20 Passed Assistant 
Paymasters, and 10 Assistant Paymasters. The 
active list of the Engineer Corps is to con- 
sist of 10 Chief Engineers with the relative 
rank of Captain, 15 Chief Engineers with the 
relative rank of Commander, 45 Chief Engineers 
with the relative rank of Lieutenant-Commander or 

Lieatenant, 60 Passed Assistant Engineers, and 
40 Assistant Engineers with the relative rank for 
each as now fixed by law. After the number of 
officers in the said grades shall have been reduced, 

the number in each grade shall not exceed the re- 
duced number fixed by the provisions of the act 

for the several grades; but no officer now in the 
service shall be reduced In rank or deprived of his 
commission by any provision of the act reducing 

the numer of officers in the several staff corps. 

No promotions are to be made to fill vacan- 

cies which occur in the Medical, Pay, and 

Engineer Corps until the number of the several 

grades shall have been reduced below the number 

fixed by the provisions of the act. All laws and 

parts of laws previding for promotions and in- 

creased pay upon the retired list are repealed. 

The active fist of Lieutenants is made to consist of 

225, and until the number of such officers 

shall have been reduced below 200 no promotion is 

to be made to fill vacancies occurring in that grade, 

The Secretary of the Navy is directed to appoint a 
commission to consist of three persons, one of 
whom shall be appointed from the line officers, 

one from the staff officers, and one from 
civil life, with instructions to consider and report 
to the next session of Congress upon the question 
whether it is advisable to sell any of the uavy- 
yards, and, if so, which of them. For the general 
purposes of construction and repair an appropria- 
tion is made of $1,750,000, with the proviso that 
no partof thissum shail be applied to the repairs 
of any wooden ship when ‘the estimated cost of 
such repairs shall exceed 280 per centum of 
the estimated cost of a new ship of 
the same size and like material, Any portion 
of the sum which is not required for 
the purposes aforesaid may be applied te 
the construction of two steam cruising vessels of 
war, and the Secretary ef the Navy is directed to 
organize a naval Advisory Board to assist him with 
he kaowindes and counsel during the period re- 
uired for the-construction, armament, and trial of 
these vessels. An appropriation of $400,000 is made 
to build and fit the turrets and _ pilot-house 
of the  iren-clad steamer Miantonomah, 

and to launch to the best advantage 
the monitors Monadnock, Puritan, Amphitrite, and 

Terror. No further steps are to be taken for the, 
repair or completion of these vessels until the fur-. 
ther order of Congress, and the Naval Advisory 
Board is directed to report to Congress at its next 
session upon the cost and expediency of finishing 
them. 

In section 2 it ismade the duty of the Secretary of 
the Navy to make an inventory and an appraisal 
of all the stores and supplies belonging to the sey- 
eral bureaus of the department and to report the 
same to Congress at its next session. He is also 
directed to cause an examination to be made as 
soon as practicable of all vessels belonging to the 
Navy, and if any of them are unfit for further 
service, or if any which are ving unfinished in 
Navy-yards cannot be finished without great and 
disproportionate expense, he shall strike the name 
of such vessel or vessels from the Navy register and 
report the same to Congress. 

ection 3 provides that no officer whose pay is 
appropriated for in the bill shall be employed on 
any shore duty, unless the Secretary of the Navy 
shall determine that the employment of such 
officer on such duty is required by the 
public interests, and shall so state in the order 
of pests aptenvey and shall also state the duration 
of such service beyond which time it shall not con- 
tinue. All other officers when not at sea shall be 
placed on leave of absence or waiting orders, as 
the Secretary of the Navy may deem required by 
due economy and the public interests,

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AN'OLD:MAN’S TROUBLES. 
FRANCIS KERBAUGH’S ALLEGED INSANE 
FREAKS TOLD BY HIS CHILDREN. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 31.—A curious story: 
has come to-light by the filing of a petition for the’ 
-appointment-of'a commission to inquire into the 
mental condition of Francis Kerbaugh, &1 years 
old, of this city. The petitioners are Wil- 
liam and Samuel Kerbaugh, Susanna Louden, 
Emeline Jones, Mary Butler, and Lizzie Sparks, all 
children of Francis Kerbaugh. The old man 
declares that he will fight them to the last. They 


set forth that “ Francis Kerbaugh has become a 


lunatic, and by reason of lunacy has become 


incapable of managing his estate and is wast- 


ing and destroying the same.” Th 

of the alleged yon man is worth between, = tcf 
and $40,000. @ petition formally asked 
the court to appoint a Commissioner in Lu- 
nacy, directing im to proceed as enjoined 
in such cases made and provided, and to 
inquire whether the said cis % Kerbaugh 
has or has not by reason of lunacy become inca- 
pable of managing his estate, and also to do 
such further things as the acts of Assembly 
in such cases made and provided for may 
require. The “further things’ mean that 
if the allegations should be sustained Ker- 
baugh will Be removed from the control of his 
property and his affairs will be administered by 
& commission, there being no Intention, it is 
stated, in this caso to have the “ respondent” sent 
to an asylum. The petition is backed up 
by the affidavit of Dr. F. H. Sherwood, 
of Nicetown, who has attended Mr. Kerbaugh in 
his illness for a number of years, and who swears 
that it is his belief Kerbaugh is of weak mind and 
incapable of properly managing his estate. Thomas 
P. Judge was appointed by Judge Ludlow as Com- 
missioner, with instructions to give Francis Ker- 
baugh ten days’ notice of the execution of the 
writ of inquisition. The writ is returnable Sept, 1. 

Mr. Kerbaugh !s of medinm and rather slight 
build, with a roseate face, thin, snowy hair, and a 
low but steady voice. He has buried two wives and 
considered himself hearty enough about two years 
ago to breast the bitter opposition of his family and 
take a third. His courtship in this case was un- 
pomeogen | stormy. The lady was Laura L. An- 
drews, who is said to have been well connected in 
Germantown. She was a widow of perhaps 50, 
Mr. Kerbaugh’s sons and daughters, some 
of whom were older than the brideelect, 
were bitterly cogoeat to the match. The 
old man’s last daughter, however, had married, and 
be insisted on having some one to take care of 
him. Mrs. Andrews at first declined to enter a 
household where her advent would create war. 
In any case, she thought that her interests 
ought to be regarded and a settlement made- 
upon her. A house was at once put in her name 
and she consented to become Mrs. Kerbaugh. 
The old man's marriage at such a time of 
life was conviction to many that his mind 
was not in its normal condition. The petition- 
ers, not being required by law, did not set 
out specific acts asa basis fortheir prayers, As 
the most significant Wlustration of Mr. Kerbaugh’'s 
want of mental soundness, however, they cite 
the allegation that he destroyed the beau- 
ty and symmetry of his mansion at Nice- 
town by the erection ot a brick addition 
with the ridiculous notion that the place would 
then serve nicely ag a hospital. The four goome in 
the annex are not completed, but when finished 
they will be so small and “ stufiy,”’ it is averred, as 
to be quite useless. The petirioners fear, Robert 
Alexander, their counsel, said, that the old man 
will make other injurious contracts and sink his 
property. 

In behalf of the old man it is alleged that the 
yroceedings {n lunacy were net begun until Mr. 
‘erbaugh insisted that his children, who 
had married and lived in his houses 
freo for years, should pay him rent. 
They had _ frequently promised to pay, 
it Is declared, but had not kept their word. The 
old man could not keep up the payment of his 
taxes and interest on mortgages, and was about 
to raise money on his Lad gg for these 
purposes, when, acting under the advice of 
counsel, ‘he obliged his offspring to sign 
leases. The rents were paid promptly enough 
until within a month or two, when they fell off 
again. Threats of taking steps to have the 
old man deolared a lunatic, it is al- 
leged, have frequently been made to him. 
They have worried him so that on one 
oceasion he said to Joseph S, Goodbread, his 
counsel: ‘‘ If you donot see me for two or three 
weeks, don't fall to maka ‘inquiry for me.’ He 
had a haunting notion that he might some time be 
earried off to an asylum by stealth. On one 
occasion he did not appear at his 
coungel’s office for four weeks, and 
the lawyer, remembering the admonition, went 
out to Nicetown to search for him. He tound him 
all right, superintending operations at his miil. 
Mr. Goodbread was indignant that such an 
allegation should be made against his client. 
“The man,” he said, “is not any more a 
lunatic than [ am. His mind may not have the 
vigor of a man of 20, but for one of his age 
he is shrewd and level headed. Only a few 
weeks ago, I lent him $1,000 on bond and 
mortgage to put an engine into his factory. 
I find him perfectly clear on business 
matters. On one oceasion during the proceeding 
to get rent from his houses in Nicetown, the 
threat was made that if he kept on with his 
capers, as they were called, he would 
he put into an asylum, and that threo 
»hysicians had already signed a certificate testify- 
oe that he was not of sound mind. I wrote to the 
doctors whose names were given me, telling them 
that if they gave such certificate I 
would indict them. That was about a 
year ago. I cannot recall the names 
of the physicians just now, butI heard nothing 
more of the alleged certificate. This matter of 
turning his mansien house into a hospital, as they 
say, is easily explained. Some time ago 
three physicians, who happened to be 
looking over Mr. Kerbaugh’s place, _re- 
marked that the situation would be a 
zood one fora hospital. After the addition had 
been made to the house Mr. Kerbaugh observed, 
when asked what he was going to do with the 
place, that it would serve as a hospital..

T’'wo days in the pure air of 
the hospital, with treatment, shows them to be not 
of a serious nature. They will te | be re- 
tarned to the ship by to-morrow. All well on the 
Compton to-day.”

STORMS DAMAGING CROPS. 
MILLERSBURG, Ohio, July 31.—A water- 
spout and sudden flood occurred in this vicinity 
to-day, sweeping away a great many bridges and 
some buildings and drowninga number of head of 
live stock on the bottom lands.

DYNAMITE FOR IRELAND. 


A COMPANY POR ITS MANUFACTURE SAID 
TO HAVE BEEN INCORPORATED. 

Peoria, Il, July 31.—P. W. Crowe, of 
dynamite fame,-has returned to this city from Chi 
cago, where, it is reported, a convention was held’ 
last week which was attended by a number 
of prominent Irish-Americans from different 
sections of the country. The report is confirmed 
by an interview which a reporter had with Mr. 
Crowe this evening. The proceedings were kept 
secret so successfully that no information of the 


meeting was conveyed to the press. It now leaks 


out, however, that some arrangements were 
made, the results of which will be heard 
from inamonth or less. Among those who are 
said to have heen present were Major Harri- 
gan, of New-York; Patrick H. Collins, of Boston; 
several friends from Fall River, and a delegation 
from the Pacific coast. The meeting is described 
as having been a union convention of the Clan-na- 
Gael organization and the dynamite faction. Mr. 
Crowe, upon being interrogated regarding the 
matter, replied that the foregoing statement is in ef- 
fect correct. and then uced the subjoined card. 

The cptemtanding 8 that the ‘ dynamite school” 
referred to therein isa factory for the manufac- 
ture of bombs and other explosives to be used by 
the Crowe-Rossa dynamite faction in its war 
against England. The card isas follows: 

The institution is a chemical laboratory on the Hud 
son River, above New-York, owned and operated by 
a Fy stock company with a ~~ tal of $200,000, al- 
vided into 40,000 shares of 5 each. It ia organized 
under the laws of the State of New-York and is known 
as the Mausoniter Chemical, Experimental, and Man- 
ufacturing Company. The general business is con- 
ducted by a Board of Directors elected annually by 
the stockholders, having a President, Secre , and 
General Superintendent, the latter being Prof. 
off, a Russian chemist of very high standing. 
The principal business of the concern ts not so muc 
in manufacturing explosives as in training youn 
men in the science of producing from origina 
matter those grand agencies of modern science 
sO )=30—s muueh now in war and _ peace 
dynamite, nitro-glycerine, giant powder, anc 
the fulminates of gold, silver. and mereury. The 
demand for these articles in the past few years has 
been much greater than the producticn, and the 
demand will inerease each year. There cannot 
be the least doubt, for we find the United 
States Government employing this agency in the 
removal of the obstructions from New-York Harbor, 
‘Hell Gate,” and Admiral Seymour, of the English 
Navy, is using it to blow up the Egyptian 
forts at Alexandria. There are other hell- 
gates and heil-holes and forts in other coun- 
tries removed and blown up that are 
more injurious than these mentioned. Hence the 
wisdom of having a number of trained young men to 
manufacture these danzerous materials, e Direct- 
ors take in students to this factory and teach them the 
wonders of science and pay them while learning #5 per 
week.

CHICAGO'S HEAVY DEATH-RATE. 

Cuicago, July 31.—The hot weather last 
week considerably increased the mortality rate in 
this city, particularly among children. The 
total number of deaths was 371, 90 more than 
the week before, and 87 more than dur- 
ing the corresponding period last year. Of the de- 
ceased 275 were under 5 years of age, and 209 were 
under lyear. Two hundred and sixty-five were 
natives of Chicago, and 29 of the United States 
elsewhere. The principal canses of death were 
cholera infantum, 111; infantile eonvyulsions, 29; 
entero coletis, 17; diarrhea, 21,and phthisis, 16. 
The greatest mortality was in the Fifth, Sixth, 
Seventh, Fighth, Fourteenth, and Seventeenth 
Wards, where there were 206 deaths. The annual 
death-rate, based upon last week's mortality, would 
be 35.73. 
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MORTALITY IN NEW-ORLEANS. 

NEW-ORLEANS, July 31.—One hundred and 
eleven deaths occurred in this city during the past 
week. Of these 21 were of destitute persons in 
public institutions, and 17 certified to by the Core- 
ner, Of the whole number 18 were of consumption, 
7 of malarial fever, and 3 of small-pox. No case of 
ellow fever has ocourred. There has not even 
een a case at quarantine since the death of the 
sailor who came in on the Marco Aureleo last June. 
The city has been wonderfully cool and healthy. 
The thermometer has not exceeded 85° in the past 


four weeks, and 8° has been about the average 
beat during that time.

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MEXICAN YELLOW FEVER CASES. 
LAREDO, Texas, July 31.—There have been 
12 deaths from yellow fever at Matamoros since 
Saturday. A close estimate places the number 


of existing eases at 40. The cause of the 
sickness is believed to be the general un- 
healthy condition of the country, owing to 
theflast annual overfiow of the Rio Grande. The 
small increase causes butilittle alarm, the disease 
being seemingly under control and’yielding readily 
to proper treatment.

331 Kast Thirty-first-street, and valued at $300. was 
badly burned. The cause of the fire is unknown.

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IN MEMORY OF SIR F. DRAKE. 
From the London News, July 19. 

A number of Devonshire and other worthies 
meet at the Mansion House to-day to provide for 
the due celebration of the tercentenary of Drake. 
It is 800 years since Sir Francis Drake sailed round 
the world, the first Englishman that ever made 
this mundane circuit. For this great exploit his 
Queen and his country honored him, and the peo- 
ple of Plymouth especially desire to keep his mem- 
ory green. But Drake was a good deal more, and 
more to the purpose, than a geographical explorer. 
He was an Englishman of that old masterful school 
which bas bequeathed to us the burden of an em- 
pire. Not eontent with sinking the gallions of 


Spain when they were threatening our shores, 
Drake and men like him followed “the sanguinary 
banner of Castile,” or “‘ the bloody Spamsh flag.” 
asa terser writer has it, through seas that had 
scareely seer a European vessel. Drake lived in an 
age when men were perfectly clear about the moral 
law. The mora! law was, ** Do whatever is for the 
benefit of England and for the discomfiture of 
aliens, especially of Spain,’’ In those simple days 
it was plausibly held that the Old and New World 
and the fullness thereof had been created for 
Englishmen and Protestants. Catholics and 
Spaniards were cruel, popish, and treacherous in- 
terlopers. Even when Spain and England were 
no more at war than we and the Egyptians, Drake 
was taking Spanish ships and burning Spanish 
towns. News took long to travel then, and a 
Government could not telegraph to Drake, ** Do 
not plunder Nombre de Dios.” Drake was off on 
his own account, fighting for his own hand with 
the Pasha and the Swan. He crossed the Isthmus 
of Panama, and every one remembers how he 
viewed the Paeific from a  tree—there 
are rude cuts of the event In books of voy- 
ages which children read—and how he 
determined to sail an English vessel {n those wa- 
ters. Why, indeed, should the Spaniards and the 
Inguisition, or the “Indians with their detestable 
Religion, mad and foppish Rites, wicked Sacrifices, 
and impious Customes,”’ have these wide seas and 
rich lands all to themselves? Drake came home 
with ship-loads of loot, and reached Plymouth in 
1573, haying done great feats probably (for the 
date of his birth is doubtful) before he was 30. 
He then took three frigates to Ireland, and served 
in the wars of that unhappy country, where 
there can have been but little chance of carry- 
ing away plunder. The reputation Drake bad 
now acquired and the favor of Elizabeth en- 
abled him to start, with his five smali vessels and 
only 166 men (Hakluyt savs 164) for the Straits 
of Magellan. Here Drake wo. more credit than 
by his attack on Nombre de Dios, where, according 
to a statement in Hakluyt, **he slew onely one man 
in the towne, which was looking out of a windowe 
to see what the matter was, and of his men had 
onely his Trumpetter slaine,” being thereby re- 
duced of necessity to blow his own trumpet. 
Drake’s start in 1577 was unfortunate. ‘A terrible 
tempest tooke us” in Falmouth Harbor, ‘‘the maste 
of our Admirall, which was the Pelican, was cut 
overboord,” and repairs had to he made. So the 
expedition sailed on, refrashed with grapes in Win- 
ter.and marveling much at the “Cocos. tree of 
which the milk” gene puzzle of the natural philos- 
opher) *“‘ you shall not onely find very delicate and 
sweete, but most comfortable and cordiali.”’

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CHARLES’S REMINISCENCES. 
WHAT HE THOUGHT OF JACKSON—A LITTL¥ 
MISTAKE IN STATUES. 

From the Macon (Ga.) Telegraph, July 29. 

It so happened during the late war that for 
a time we were domjciled on the same floor of the 
Spottswood Hotel, im Richmond, Va, and hard by 
the quarters of the Hon. James A. Seddon, then 
Secretary of War. Attendant upon Mr. Seddon 
was an ancient body servant of the old régime 
named Charles, who associated himself with all oi 
the incidents of his master’s life. He had spent 
some years in Washington City, while Mr. Seddon 
was a member of Congress, and had an idea that he 
and ‘** Mars Jeemes riprisinted the Goochland dees- 
trict.” 

Atthe time shoe leather was a very scarce and 
dear commodity, and our noble defenders were in 
such straits for this needful appendage of a soldier 
that a pair of boots or shoes left outside a door 
over night would not be found there in the morn- 
ing. Wherefore it came to pass that an arrange- 
ment was made between Charles and ourselves 
whereby for and in consideration of a multitude of 
Confederate bills he was to build our fires and black 


our shoes in the mornings. If by some unex- 
plained process this verbal treaty was subsequently 
construed to-cover the tapping of the runnets of 
whisky presented to the Secretary of War by pa- 
triotic stillers, no greater violence was done to 
plain language between individuals than has been 
done to solemn covenants upon the part of nations, 
Many a tired and thirsty Confederate soldier was 
refreshed under the provisions of this treaty, and 
as Uncle Charles has long since gone where the 
good darkies go, this confession cannot cause a 
eoolness between him and the master whom he 
worshiped, nor may it cause the latter, shonld it 
reach his eye, to remember his faithful body guard 
less kindly. 

As the shoes were being polished, Charles was 
wont to regale us with comments upon the news 
of the day, for he was garrulous and gossipy, as 
most valets are, and with reminiscences of his 

Oliticoal life. After these years one incident 
ingers with us. Without preliminary approach of 
auy sort, he inquired of us one morning: ‘* Did 
you ever know ole man Jackson, the Ginerl?’ We 
replied that the pleasure had been denied us. 
Dropping brush and shoe for a moment, and 
running back in his memory he continued: “ Me 
and Mars Jeemes knowed him well. I’ve seed him 
often an’ talked wid him an’ shuck him by de han 
many er, many er time.’’ Upon the expression o 
our gratification at having met an intimate friend 
of Gen. Jackson he-asked: ‘* Ain’t you never seed 
his portrate on de public squar’?’ We replied in 
the negative. ‘‘ Then,” said he, ‘‘you must go up 
arter brekfast-and see it. It’s powerful like de ole 
man.” 

Our venerable friend, tapster, bootblack, and 
politician, bad gotten his identities mixed; he evi 
dently referred to the statue of Henry Clay which 
had been erected on the public square some y 
previously, and then stood coyered by a sort o 
pavilion and surrounded by an iron rail. The 
statue represented Mr. Clay as in the act of speak. 
ing, with his right hand extended in gesticulation, 
Even then the pavilion and tron rail offered but 
slight protection, and the hand was-very dirty from 
the frequent touch of visitors, and the marble had 
become stained and yellow from dust sand rain. 
Finally, both hands were wrung off and 
the statute otherwise defaced by vandals. It hag 
ust been restored to its pristine perfection and 

eauty. New hands were earved in Italy out of 
the same marble as the old ones at a cost of $300. 
Mr. John T. Rogers has fixed wong be place, and 
after a great deal of careful labor, has renovated 
this fine work of art. It has been taken to the ro- 
tunda of the State Capitol and placed in a niche 
in the wall near the bust of Lafayette and oppo- 
site Houdon’s statue-of Washington. There it will 
be beyond the reach of vandal hands, and Virgin- 
ians will keep guard over the eounterfeit present 
ment,of one of the most eloguent and illustrious 
sons of the “* Old Dominion.”

THE AGRICULTURAL PROSPECT. 
From the London Observer. 

There is no blinking the fact that English 
agriculture is threatened with another calamitous 
Autumn. Although July is popularly supposed to 
be fine, meteorologists assure us that-its reputa- 
tion is quite ill-deserved, and that it usually pro- 
duces more rainy days than any other month of 


the year, except February. When, however, thig 
normal average is not exceeded, its genial heat 
makes up to the earth for the excess of moisture, 
and the sunshine puts out the memory of the rain. 
It is, however, the turning-point of the season, and 
this year the rain of the last few days seems to have 
decisively marked the July of 1862 as a 
agaiust, instead of in fayor of, the agrieul- 
turist. A thoroughly warm and dry July 

have befriended the much-tried farmer in 

every department. The remains of the heavy hay 
crop would have been gotin; the corn whieh is 
fully eared would have had time to harden; the 
fly could have been cleared off the hop-vine. As 
it is, much grass lies still uncarried in the wet 
fields, the rust is beginning to show itself on the 
wheat, the black aphis multiplies in the moist, sul- 
try air, and the outlook is al ther dreary. Sat- 
urday, too, was the feast of St. Swithin, a day 
which is supposed to govern, by the character of 
its weather, the fortunes of the agricuitarist for 
the next 40 days; and although there was no ac 
tual delug e it was certainly not fine enough to re-

Aftera brief delay ex-Senator:.John H. Mitchell ' 
was called as the first witness for'the defense.and 
examined-by Mr. Ingersoll. He*had been. United 
States Senator from Oregon In 1878, and had taken 
an active: part in’ facilitating ‘the mail service in. 
that State. He had. frequent. conversations with 
Gen. Brady. Objection was made by the prosecu-; 
tion to the rehearsal of these conversations. Mr. 
Ingersoll said ‘that he wanted ‘to show that not 
only Senator Mitchell but the other representatives 
of that State in Congress had. often urged upon 
Gen. Brady the extension of the mail service in 
Dregon. Mr. Merrick said that’ the court had re- 
fused to permit the prosecution to prove the un- 
neccessary character! of the expedition and in- 
crease ordered, and, therefore, it was not proper 
for the defense to prove the contrary proposition. 
Under the law aSenator’s duty did not include 
these matters, and it was manifestly wrong to ad- 
mit a conversation between this witness and some- 
body else. The court decided. the evidence 


to be competent, and did not remember hav- 
ing made such a ruling as that quoted 
by Mr. Merrick. Resuming, Mr..Mitchell said he 
ped made these representations at the request of 

is constituents. In many instances he had pre- 
sented the petitions to Gen. Brady, and had in- 
dorsed and urged them on. Moreover, he said he 
Would do the same thing again under similar cir- 
cumstances. Witness identified one of his letters, 
relating to the Eugene City bridge creek route. He 
had recommended increase and expedition upon 
that route, as was his practice when he was sat- 
isfied that it was needed. He never recommended 
increase or expedition in Oregon except upon the 
request of a goodly number of his constituents. 
Mr. Mitchell then described the country through 
which the route spoken of ran, saying it was con- 
stantly increasing in population, and that the route 
formed a connection between two important and 
growing sections of country. Witness knew that 
a large proportion of the California mail passed 
through Roseburg. The only way in which the 
mail couid have been carried between Eugene City 
and Primeville was much longer than the estab- 
lished route. Witness was shown a petition upon 
the Baker City-Dalles route, Oregon, and acknowl- 
edged having indorsed it, but said he had no recol- 
tion of the manner in which he had transmitted 
it to Gen. Brady. He read the indorsements upon 
the petition, which include the names of a number 
of members of the State Legislature. They were 
all Democrats, he said, and trustworthy, reputa- 
ble men. 

Judge McSweeny—Then they need no further 
indorsement. 

The Witness—They are Democrats, but excellent

Mr. Ingersolli—Yes, there are exceptions to all 
good rules. 

The witness then went on to say that the signers 
of the petitions.so far as he knew, were highly 
respectable citizens. His action in this matter 
(referring to a letter urging upon Gen, Brady a 
shorter schedule and more frequent trips) had only 
been taken afterhe had received numerous peti- 
tions, and he should have felt himself recreant to 
his duties if he had not pressed the request. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bliss—He did not know 
that the mail passing over the Cascade Mountains 
amounted to only two or three pounds ver trip. 
He had never been over the route,and did not 
know what passed over it. He was thoroughly 
familiar with the handwriting of a number of citi- 
zens of Eugene City, and was confident that their 
signatures to the petitions were genuine. The ex- 
pense of the increase had never entered into his 
mind when he recommended it. He only took 
care of his own region and had nothing to do with 
the contractors. 

On redirect examination Mr. Mitchell said that 
he had no policy of his own in these matters. 
When he received a number of petitions signea by 
respectable, worthy citizens, supplemented by let- 
ters and personal requests, he made it his business 
to press the matter. He had called upon the Post- 
master-General, Second Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
era], and the gentleman in charge of the Oregon 
routes. One of the petitions relating to the Cafion 
City-Fort McDermott route was shown to the wit- 
ness by Col. Bliss, and he said that he did not know 
whether it incladed the words “96 hours’’ when 
he indorsed it. The people of Oregon had been 
much exercised in 1879 by the cutting off of some 
of their mail seryice, and he had sent some pretty 
sharp telegrams to Gen. brady in relation to the 
Babject. 

The Hon. Edward K. Valentine was next called 
He said he was the aole representative of Nebraska 
in the House of Representatives. His district in- 
cluded 75,000 suuare miles—the whole State. He 
had called almost dally for some time upon Gen. 
Brady in connection with the increase of mail 
facilities in his section. Aimest immediately upon 
his coming into Congress he had begua receiving 
petitions for increased service. He had taken 
them to Gen. Brady, who usually referred the pa- 
pers to the corresponding clerk, Brewer, who 
made up the case. was often met with 
the objection that the receipts from offices 
upon certain routes would not justify increased 
service. He had argued with Gen. Brady upon the 
matter, holding that the pioneers and settlers 
were entitled to freqaent mails, which was an im- 
a factor in the development of the country. 

rospective settlers, witness said, would come into 
his State and admire it, but upon learning the 
meagre character of the mailservice they would 

o South instead of remaining. He had urged 

hese facts upon Gen. Prady’s notice, and had 
sometimes secured the increase. 

Upon cross-examination, witness said he did not 
remember having requested expedition in any in 
stance. He only indorsed petitions when it was 
specially requested of bim. He understood that 
his people wanted both fast and frequent mails. 
He did not alweys obtain the increase sought for, 
because he had often run against the objection as 
tothe small receipts. Witness did not remember 
ever having seen a petition which was shown to 
him by Mr. Bliss upon the Kearney-Kent route. 

Secretary Teller was the next witness. While in 
the Senate le had frequently called upon Gen. 
Brady in connection with the mail service in his 
State. He had a general theory as to the duty of 
the Government where the Western mail routes 
were concerned. He had often expressed his be- 
lic’, both in the Senate and to Gen. Brady, that in 
his judgment every town and mining campin the 
West should have mail facilities equal to towns in 
New-York. ‘There was no more reuson for expect- 
ing such service to be self-sustaining than for the 
expectation that the Army and Navy shouid be 
self-sustaining. His business with the de- 
partinent had almost invariably been done 
through Gen. Brady, and he _ believed 
that he had usually been suceessful in securing 
puch improvements as he desired. His people had 
pressed him to secure these increases, and he be- 
}leved that he was oniy doing his duty in trying to 
obtain them. Mining camps in his State ee oe | 
grew into large townsinafew months. He had 
represented to the Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General that good and frequent mail service would 
tend to settle the Indian question. In instances 
the star route service in his State had been super- 
seded by railway service. 

Cross-examined—His belief that good mail ser- 
vice tenaed to settle the Indian question was 
fouuded upon the fact that such serviee made a

THE BEGINNING OF THE NEW MADISON-AVE- 
NUE METH@DIST CHURCH. 
About 300 people sat under an awning on a 


‘temporary platform erected at Madison-avenue 


,and Sixtieth-street, at 11 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and witnessed the ceremonies of laying the 
corner-stone of a new Methodist Episcopal church. 
.Bishop Simpson presided. .After the Rey. M. 8. 
Terry, D. D., the Presiding Elder of the district, 
jhad performed the offices set down in the Church 
‘Discipline, the congregation joined in singing the 
hymn beginning ‘‘ Christ is made the sure founda- 
tion.” Prayer was then offered by the Rey. Dr. M, 
_D’C. Crawford. Responsive reading of the cxxxii. 
Psalm was followed by the reading, by the Rev. 
Dr. J. 8. Chadwick, of the lesson from First Corin- 
thians,ix.: 28. Bishop Simpson followed with ashort 
address. The ceremonies, he said, for which the 
congregation had met were of a mere formal 
character, but the form was one that had been ob- 
served for centuries as fitly preceding the erection 
of buildings of both a religious and secular char- 
acter. He referred to the similar ceremonials de- 


scribed in the Old Testament, pictured the benefits 
and blessings which houses of worship are to all 
communities, and said to the subscribers to the 
building fund of the present edifice that future 
generations, their children and grandchildren, 
would rise up and call them blessed for building 
such a commodious and handsome edifice for the 
worship of God. At the conclusion of his short 
address the congregation joined in singing the 
hymn beginning ‘On this stone, now laid with 
prayer."’ The Rey. Dr. C. S, Harrower, Pastor of 
St. Luke’s Methodist Church, said that when, 14 
years ago, a small party of Methodists living on 
Murray Hill met and organized the St. Luke’s 
Church, they had in view the possible erec- 
tion of such an edifice as this whose cor- 
ner-stone was laid here. That congregation occu- 
pied a modest little church in Forty-tirst-street. It 
has prospered both spiritually and financially, and 
one of its outgrowths was the Madison-Avenue 
Methodist Church and its handsome editice, soon 
to be completed. At the conclusion of his address 
the corner-stone, of Belleville granite, was swung 
into place. An oblong copper box was placed in 
position, and then Bishop Simpson, as the stone 
was landed in its bed of mortar, tapped it with a 
new trowel, and in the words of the formula pro- 
nounced, laid ‘* the corner-stone of an edifice to be 
devoted to the worship of Almighty God, in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost.’”’ The benediction was pronounced 
by Bishop Wilson, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, and the ceremonies were concluded. 
In the box placed in the corner-stone there were 
deposited copies of the Bible, the Methodist 
Hymnal, the Church Discipline, the Methodist 
Year-Book for 1882, minutes of the Conference, 
session of 1882, of the C&Aristian Advocate, the 
Methodist, of the daily Times, 7ribune, Herald, ana 
Word of July 31, a list of the members of the 
chureh,‘a list of subscribers to the building fund, a 
list of the official members of the church, and of 
the Building Committee, the names of the archi- 
tect and contractors, and a copy of the order of 
exercises. 

The new church is to have a frontage of 100 feet 
and 5inebes on Madison-avenue and a depth on 
Sixtieth-street of 89 feet. The structure isto be 
Gothic, with Renaissance details, and is to be 
constructed of Belleville stone, with rough 
rock face and dressed margins. A tower will rise 
from the center of the Madison-avenue front to a 
height of 180 feet. The auditorium and galleries 
will have a seating capacity of 900. North 
of the church proper and connected with it is 
what is virtually a separate building, containing the 
Sunday-school rooms, lecture-room, prayer and 
class meeting rooms, and church parlors. The 
basement will contain a kitchen, with all the latest 
improvements and appointments. The structure 
will be a handsome and sichtly one when complet- 
ed. The architect is R. H. Robertson, of No. 121 
East Twenty-third-street. The contractor for the 
mason work is Terrance Kiernan, of this City, and 
for the carpentering work, S. D. Lines, of Newark. 
The site and edifice together will cost $225,000, and 
the building will be completed in February next, 

YACHTING ON THE EAST RIVER, 

The first annual regatta of the Americus 
Yacht Club was sailed yesterday over a course of 
about 24 miles, on the East River, from the foot of 
East Eighty-ninth-street,around the Gangway buoy, 
off Sand’s Point, in the Sound, and return. 
eral of the yachts of the Hudson River Yacht Club 
were entered for the contest, but asthey took 
part inarace on the North River Sunday they 
did not get to the course in time for 
the regatta yesterday, and the Barney Good- 
win was the only ‘yacht of the Hudson River 
Club which entered the competition. The competing 
yachts were divided into three ciasses. Class A 
comprised yachts over 20 feet in length, with jib 
and rmoulnesail, of which there were eight entered, 
but only four started: Tho Thorn, jthe Alice, the 
Junior Jack, and the Mary Gibson. Class B com- 
prised the cat-rigged yachts over 21 feet long. and 
out of six entries only the Sophia Emma started. 
Class C was of cat-rigged yachts, between 18 and 
8ifeetin length, and there were five entries, of 
which only the U and Iandthe Barney Goodwin 
started. Vhere were nine entries of smaller cat- 
rigged boats, but none of these entered the race. 
The regulations of the race permitted ballast to be 
thrown out, but none to be taken in after 
starting, and stipulated that cat-boats should 
use the mainsail only, that yachts on the 
= tack must give way to those on the star- 

oard, and that yachts going free must give way to 
those by the wind. The yachts of class B and C 
were given the signal to start at 10:24:45in the 
morning, and those of class A were started two 
minutes later, and the little fleet soon passed out 
of sight. They were followed by a yacht contain- 
ing the judges of the race and the Regatta and Re- 
ception Committees. The yachts were obliged to 
run against the tide both going and returning. The 
first to cross the finish line was the Thorn, at 
5:28:10; the Mary Gibson came in second, at 5:54;

THE MAYOR AND THE POLICE 


SULTING THE LAW. 

Some time ago President Bergh, of the So 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
sent a letter to Mayor Grace protesting against 
such exhibitions as the recent Sullivan-Wilson 
glove fightin Madison-Square Garden, and asking 
him to take steps, if possible, to prevent similar 
affairs in future. Mayor Grace sent this 
letter to Corporation Coursel Whitney yes- 


terday with a request for the latter’s 
opinion as to whether ‘a _ fight between 
individuals, in pursuance of a previous arrange- 
ment, such persons fighting in a ring or otherwise, 
with gloves, attended by: seconds and under a 
challenge to fight, or with the intention of fignting 
untilone party succumbs from exhaustion or in- 
jury, or with the design on the part of either party 
of placing the other hors de combat within a certain 
period of time, orina given number of seconds,” 
was a fight with fists or a prize-fight within the 
meaning ot the law. It is understood that if Mr. 
Whitney decides that such anu exhibition is a prize- 
fight the Mayor will take measures to prevent glove 
tights in this City hereaftev. 

At the meeting of the Police Board yester- 
day the following preamble and resolution were 
adopted: 

Whereas, The Acting Superintendent reports that 
in compliance with insiructions trom this board he 
has consulted with the Corporation Counsel witb ref- 
ereace to the power of the Board of Police w suppress 
public exhibditions of glove-fighting or other manner 
of sparring contests, ana that he js informed that an 
opinion on that subject for the guidance o7 the Police 
in epoetsanes with the law will bo taimediately pre- 
vared, 

, Resolved, That if it be the opinion of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel that the Board of Police ave the power 
to suppress euch exhibitions the Superintendent be 
and he is hereby directed to issue such orders, on the 
receipt of the same, a8 will prevent absolutely the aa- 
vertised glove fight in Madison-Square Garden Aug. 
14, and all other exhibitions of a similar character in 
this City. 
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INJURED BY A RAILROAD TRAIN, 

About 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon Dr. 
Francis H, Miller was in the act of Qriving across 
Fulton-street, at Pennsylvania-avenue, East New- 
York, when his wagon was struck by an approach- 
ing train and shattered to pleces. Tho Doctor was 
thrown out and, besides being terribly bruised and 


cut, had his skull fractured. The horse attached 
to the wagon was killed. At the point where 
the aecident occurred the steam cars, which con- 
nect with the horse cars to Cypress Hills Cemetery, 
pass usually at a high rate of speed. There is no 
flagman at the crossing, and the locomotives are 
not supplied with bells, The street is built up on 
either side to the crossing on Pennsylvania-avenue, 
so that a person approaching in a wagon 
has no means of ascertaining whether a 
train is coming or not. Dr. Miller had 
just got on the track when he saw_ the 
train bearing down on him. The engineer blew 
his whistle, but the only effect of the all too tardy 
warning was to frighten Dr. Miller’s horse so that 
he became unmanageable. Inan instant the train 
swept both horse and wagon from the track. When 
picked up Dr, Miller was unconscious, and the at- 
tending physicians ssy he cannot live. A Coroner's 
ury some time ago recommended that a flagman 
e placed at the crossing, but the recommerdation 
was not heeded. Dr. Miller was a young man of 
ample means, and built himself an elegant resi- 
dence not far trom the scene of the accident when 
he was married, about two years ago. He was very 
popular, ard great indignation has been aroused 
against the railroad company among his friends 
and the people of Hast New-York generally.

DEPRESSED PRICES IN THE 8TOCK MARKET, 
—SHORTS IN OATS. 

The bears had everything their own way in 
the stock market yesterday, and quotations were 
driven down from the opening hour untilthe close 
Big operators did not hesitate to declare a beltef 
that the recent big boom had collapsed as sudden- 
‘ly and unexpectedly as did that other boom of a 
few months ago, when the Gould-Vanderbilt com- 
bination showed an unappreeiative public how to 
“peg” and how to “unpeg.” The bulls, of course, } 
vigorously disputed this assertion, but on all sides 
it was admitted that Jay Gould had taken every 


advantage offered him by the recent activi- 
ty and rise in the market to unload his 
surplus securities. The public was assured, how- 
ever, that Mr. Gould was ‘not in the market’’— 
had no interest whatever in it, but he was confi- 
dent that there was never before, and never again 
likely to be, such an opportunity for investors to 
grow rich by buying. He was an enthusiastic bull 
and made pretty predictions of a big rush of prices 
upward; and when prices got up they were to sta 
up. People who believed what Mr. Gould said, 
and who made calculations based upon the idea 
that Mr. Gould was “not in the market,” might 
have been amazed had they had occasion to 
loek into his office during the recent ‘ boom.” 
¥or an office that had no interest in the market its 
scenes were rather peculiar. A Times reporter 
ventured into the outer office about an hour before’ 
the market closed. That outer office was crowded 
with messenger boys, and they were being shot out 
to hurry with messages and make room for other 
boys at arate which seemed not at all adapted to 
an office closed for a Summer vacation. In the 
laqger office were clerks, coatless and vestless and 
collarless, working away with an energy strangely 
at variance with the average ideas of pleasure and 
recreation while the mercury boils away up in the 
nineties. And Gould and Conner and Morrisini 
have been continually ‘‘on the jump,” as the last 
named gentleman expresses it.

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DISPLEASED CANADIANS. 
SE SRT 
WHAT THE PRESS HAS TO SAY IN REPLY TO 
THE LONDON TIMES, 

Toronto, Ontario, July 31.—Referring to 
the article of the London 7ises condemning the 
resolutions regarding Ireland passed by the Cana- 
dian Parliament, the Globe says: 

“Itis the duty of the Dominion Government, 
distasteful though it may be, to impress upon Mr. 
Gladstone's Cabinet the good faith of the action of 
our Parliament. Itis highly possible that insist- 
ance upon the matter may Involye the dreadful 


consequence of the non-invitation to official din- 
ners of such of the Canadian Ministers as may this 
year make their customary annual jaunt across the 
Atiantic at the public expense. Nevertheless, it 
should be seen to that the London Times be not 
the only source of information to her Majesty’s 
advisers concerning the motives of the Canadian 
Parliament. The concluding part of the 7Ztrnea’s 
remarks convey nothing but the truth. The plac- 
ing of restrictive duties upon commerce with 
Great Britain isan act of base ingratitude on the 
part of Canada, and it is worse because the act 
was committed by a party which is always parad- 
ing its effusive loyalty. Canadians have themselves 
to thank If the natural resentment at this ungra- 
cious act should color every British opinion of Can- 
adian affairs."

The opinion in Washington is that the 
President finds great difficulty in making up 
his mind what to do with the River and 
Harbor Appropriation bill. He is apparent- 
ly unable to decide whether the pub- 
lic sentiment: which comes to him 
jthrough the nominal representatives of 
the people or that which finds 
expression in the leading newspapers of the 
country is the true popular verdict in this 
scheme of plunder. To impartial observa- 
tion outside of - Washington the course 
of the : President would seem to be 
oerfectly clear, but a good many 
allowances must be made for the 
disturbing influences of that personal and 
party pressure which can only be felt in all 
tts force at the national capital. It is said 
that of last year’s bill there remain some 
four millions and a half of unexpended 
appropriations, and there is undoubted force 
in the suggestion that this amount can read- 
ily be used to tide over the interval between 
mow and the Winter session of Congress. 
In fact, the more the subject is discussed 
the clearer does it become that the simple 
duty which the President owes to himself, 
to his party, and to the country at large is 
to veto the bill. 
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The presentation of evidence for the de- 
fense of the star route conspirators began 
gesterday. It is not easy to see what is to 
be gained by showing that Brapy was in

any business ground be defended, is equally 
true, but apart altogether from the fraud 
which may be covered by the discre- 
tion allowed by Congress and sustained 
by what passed for the sentiment of the dis- 
Arict, there isa further area of plunder de- 
Riberately created and cultivated by the ring 
which no theory of official latitude can ex- 
plain away orextenuate. Evidence for the 
defense can have neither interest nor value 
till it touches that part of the case. 
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Assistant Secretary Frencn ought to 
know a good deal about ‘the difficulties and 
pmbiguities of the existing tariff law.” His

TENS 


The Senate, under pressure of the five- 


minute rule, yesterday finished and passed 
the Naval Appropriation bill with all of the 
material amendments reported by the com- 
mittee. Notwithstanding the reluctance of 


the Senate to ‘touch the general legislation 
attached to the bill in the House, a great 


deal of change was thus effected: For ex- 
ample, the cost of the monitors to 
be completed is limited to $400,000; 
the discretionary power of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to close navy- 
yards for which there appears to be no use 
is not conferred upon him, and sundry 
amendments are made to the House clauses 
of the bill concerning the reorganization of 
the Navy. The bill now returns to the 
House for concurrence, and it is almost cer- 
tain that that body will non-concur, and 
will ask for a committee of conference. 
The action of the Senate, however, has not 
effected in the bill any changes so radical 
that an agreement of both houses cannot be 
ultimately reached. 

ARABI Pasha’s interruption of railway 
communication along the Nile Valley is 
probably the most effectual step that he 
could have taken to win the favor of the 
desert tribes which he is so anxious to con- 
ciliate. The horror of the lower-class 
Mohammedan at the approach of a rail- 
road amounts to an absolute monomania, 
his conviction being that its construc- 
tion is the sure presage of an inrush of 
‘* Western infidels,’’ the conquest of his 
country, and the subversion of his religion. 
The experts who surveyed the ground for 
the first railways made in Western Turkey 
more than once narrowly escaped with 
their lives. The road made _ from 
Jaffa to Jerusalem in 1868-9 by the 
Sultan’s express command, at the request of 
Napo.ron IIL, created great excitement 
among the Syrian Arabs, who thought it the 
commencement of a railway. When the 
Nile Valley line was completed, some years 
ago, to Minieh, about 170 miles up the 
river, the Bedouins began to show signs 
of determined hostility to it as being 
in their opinion a highway for such expe- 
ditions as those of Col. Gorpon and Sir 
SAMUEL Baker. Since the further exten- 
sion of the line their enmity toward it has 
been embittered, and hence ARABI’s stoppage 
of travel upon it and imprisonment of the 
official in charge at Minieh were exactly 
calculated to enlist them on his side. 


THE WORK OF CONGRESS. 

It is obvious that the work, of the present 
session of Congress is about wound up. The 
House is already so depleted by the absence 
of members as hardly to be a working body. 
With an overloaded calendar it dares not 
venture to act on pending measures lest a 
rush should be made to put through special 
bills in which there could be no equita- 
ble distribution of favors. As 
as the appropriations, including those 
of the bloated River and Harbor Dill, 
have been finally disposed of there will be 
nothing to delay adjournment. The session 
has been one of almost unprecedented length, 
and yet is singularly barren of results. This 
is due largely to the fact that while the mem- 
bership of the two houses is almost equally 
divided between the political parties neither 
of the parties has held any well defined posi- 
tion on questions which have forced them- 
selves upon their attention. There has not 
been a clear party majority in favor of any 
definite policy, and no portion of either 

arty has been willing to contribute to the 
success of a policy having the general sup- 
port of the other. 

The treatment of the tariff question fur- 
nishes a fair illustration of the inability of a 
majority to agree upon any definite course 
of action. The need of arevision of the 
tariff could hardly be denied by the most 
bigoted advocate of protection, but the Re- 
publicans, with their narrow majority, had 
no hope of agreeing as to its character and 
extent. They dared not open the way for 
changes in the existing cumbrous and incon- 
gruous system, because they knew not where 
they would stop. They might find the 
whole rickety structure tumbling about their 
ears before they could check the work of 
demolition, if it were once begun. On the 
other hand, the Democrats were agreed upon 
nothing but opposition to whatever the Re- 
publicans might attempt todo. So, after an 
intolerable deal of talk and waste of time, 
the whole subject was turned over to a com- 
mission, the chief purpose of which was to 
devise means of preventing a radical re- 
vision. °. But the question did not cease to 
plague the Congressional mind even then. 
The large revenue of the Government was 
evidently promoting extravagant appro- 
priations and encouraging all manner of 
jobbery, and the burden of national taxation 
was oppressing the industries of the country. 
There was an unmistakable demand for re- 
duction, and attention was turned to the in- 
ternal revenue system. But no sooner was 

an eifort made to reduce taxes in this direc- 
tion than the tariff question thrust itself in 
again, and after more talk and failure to 
agree upon any definite plan, the whole busi- 
ness had to be given up as hopeless. The 
result is discreditable to Congress, but the 
responsibility can be put upon neither party. 

The appropriations have been uncommon- 
ly troublesome and have occupied far more 
time and attention than usual. The large 
surplus in the Treasury has been an incen- 
tive to liberal expenditures and every scheme 
that could lay claim to Government aid has 
been pushed forward. There has been enough 
apposition to these and to extravagance 


s00n 


generally to beget protracted contention 
over the appropriation bills. Moreover, 
the difficulty in securing action upon 
certain important matters has led to.the 
tacking of an unusual amount of general 
legislation upon these measures, which has 
increased the labor of- committees and of 
the two houses in disposing of them. In the 
House a large number of contested election 
cases occupied attention, and those which 
involved an investigation of frauds in the 


South were made the occasion of partisan 
discussion and filibustering efforts on the 
part of the minority, which delayed ac- 
tion. On the whole, the disposition of these 
cases does credit to the majority, and 


the defense of election frauds by the Demo- 


crats is calculated to damage their party 


among the people of the North, who believe 
in the sacredness of the right of suffrage. 
There was some hope at the beginning of 
the session that the question of civil service 


reform would be seriously dealt with, but 


the Republicans in Congress have shown 


little disposition to surrender the supposed 
advantages and the known abuses of pat- 
ronage, while the Democrats have given 
no evidence of hostility to the spoils sys- 


tem, but only to its use by their op- 


ponents. 


On the whole, the session has been ex- 
tremely barren of good results, and has 
been productive of comparatively little mis- 
chief for the same reason, namely, the lack 


of a cohesive majority. Its worst work has 
been extravagance in appropriations for 
public buildings and for the improvement 
of rivers and harbors. No subsidies or direct 
grants of public money for private enter- 
prises have been voted, but, on the other 
hand, nothing has been done to remove the 
obstacles out of the way of a normal revival 
of the shipping trade. No precautionary 
action has been taken to forestall the opera- 
tion of causes which may hereafter derange 
the currency. The passage of the act pro- 
viding for an extension of the charters of 
national banks is one good piece of work, 
but it occupied an unnecessary amount 
of time, and met with a good deal of un- 
reasonable opposition. No doubt the short- 
comings of Congress have been due in large 
part to an unsettled condition of public sen- 
timent and the indefiniteness of party posi- 
tions in the country in regard to leading 
questions. It is to be hoped that between 
now and next December there will be some 
progress made in bringing both into clearer 
lines, 


TOO MANY EXPLANATIONS. 

*® Mr. Ropert FE. RanpDAwy avails himself 
of the permission granted by the Foreign 
Affairs Committee of the House to put in 
an answer to Mr. BLarNe’s latest supple 
mentary statement. Mr. RANDALL, like Mr. 
SHIPHERD, has ceased to be an interesting 
person, As the go-between employed by the 
Crédit Industriel in its negotiations with 
Mr. Biarne while the latter was Secretary 
of State, he was an actor of some little 
prominence in the curious melodrama of 
diplomatic intrigue which has furnished Mr. 
WILLIaMs’s committee with a subject of in- 
quiry upon which it is said to be on the eve 
of making areport. Buthe has told his story 
and has nothing more to say save in vin- 
dication of the truth of his previous state- 
ments against the denials and attacks of Mr. 
BuatINne. The public cares very little about 
such minor matters as he touches upon in 
his last statement. Upon the main question 
suggested by the discrepancies between his 
testimony and Mr. BLAINng’s—7. ¢., the com- 
parative trustworthiness of the two witnesses 
—it has already made up its mind. 

Mr. RANDALL may or may not be able to 
recall with entire accuracy the substance of 
the conversations between himself and the 
late Secretary of State last Summer, but 
Mr. Brarnr’s recollection of what he said 
upon Peruvian topics to Messrs. RANDALL, 
E.More, SarpnHerp, Buatr, and other gen- 
tlemen interested in the various projects for 
snatching the wealth of the land of the Incas 
fromthe grasp of the Chilian, and of what they 
said to him, has been questioned or shown to 
be faulty in so many particulars that it is 


‘much to be feared, as Mr. RANDALL sug- 


gests, that in his vain regrets that his 
policy toward Peru had not been altogether 
different, he unconsciously makes it so in 
the reminiscences with which he from time 
to time favors the public. Mr. Ranpat 
makes but two points in his statement. One 
is that Mr. BLarne’s flippant explanation 
of his action in sending to the Navy 
Department for information about our 
South Pacific squadron won’t do, the ex- 
Secretary not having taken the trouble to 
make his dates tally with the facts, the use 
of a war vessel to convey Mr. Hurubotr 
and Mr. Trescot to .Callao—which Mr. 
BLAINE now says was what he wanted 
—not having been ; thought of at 
the date of the interview in question, which 
took place in April, 1881, long before either 
Mr. Hurtsut or Mr. Trescot had been 
mentioned in connection with Peru. The 
other point is that the Crédit Industriel 
never asked for a protectorate by the United 
States over Peru. 

This is all very well, but in this hot 
weather the public asks something better 
of the man who presumes to’worry it 
with statements. “As to Mr. f Buaine’s 
little slip, that’s just like him, as every- 
body knows, and. there is no need of 
accumulating instances.. Whether or not 
the concern calling itself the Crédit Indus- 
triel ever in so many words asked Mr. 
ivartTs or Mr. Buarne to put Peru under 
the protection of the United States in the 
interests of European holders of her bonds 
is of still less consequence, for it is 
plain that that was virtually what the French 
company wanted, and no amount of deny- 
ing or explaining can disguise the fact. M. 
GuInLAUME, the President of the Crédit 
Industriel, admits: as much in his let- 
ter to Secretary FRELINGHUYSEN. The 
company he represents became the agent of 
the European bondholders. It was expected 
to work the guano and nitrate deposits in 
their interest. When the west coast war 
broke out the bondholders got un- 
easy and asked their Governments 
to interfere and save Peru from 
spoliation by Chili. This France and Eng- 
land wished to do, but the United States 
would not accept their co-operation and in- 
timated to them that they must not meddle 
with American affairs. Then the bond- 
holders turned again to the Crédit Indus- 
triel, and M. Gor~taumsE, through Mr. 
RANDALL, opened that series of negotia- 
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tions with our State Department which, to- 
gether with Sa1pHEeRp’s intrigues in behalf 
of the Cochet and Landreau claims, have 
cost Mr. BLarNE so much trouble and vexa- : 
tion. 

Of course, the English and French bond- 
holders were right in seeking to protect 
themselves. They lent Peru money at 5 
and 6 per cent., taking her bonds at 25 
per cent. discount to the amount of fifty 


‘million pounds, Peru spent the proceeds 


of the loans in _ building : ruinously 
costly and  profitless State railways 
to the top of the Andes and 
elsewhere. This was a better use of it than 


Ismati made of the millions he borrowed 
in France and England, and the efforts of 
the bondholders to protect the resources 


upon which the payment of their interest 
depends are proportionately less offensive to 
decent people than their qperations in 
Egypt. But there is no occasion for dis- 


simulation. The world knows that they 


would have called for a protectorate or any- 
thing else they needed with a single eye to 
their ‘‘cent per cent.;’’ and it knows that 
through the. Crédit Industriel’ and Mr. 
BLAINE they sought to make a cat’s paw of 


the Government of the United States. This 


may not be wholly creditable to them or to 


any one concerned init; but it is quite in 
their line, and nothing the President or any 
agent of the Crédit Industriel can say at 
this late day will in the least deceive the 


American public asto its character or pur-. 
poses. 


GRANT AND THE INDEMNITY. 

According to Senator INGALLs, and his 
echo, Senator Pius, of Kansas, the propo- 
sition to return to Japan the indemnity 
wrongfully exacted from that country 
many years since is being pushed by a cor- 
rupt lobby. Exactly how the alleged lobby 
is to profit by the success of the scheme, ex- 
cept by the connivance of the Japanese 
Minister in Washington, has never een 
made apparent. Neither has there been any 
attempt to point out a single lobbyist, or 
one lobbying interest, in any way connected 
with the bill to return the afore- 
said indemnity. It is certain, however, 
that at least one selfish interest has 
been arrayed against the bill in consequence 
of a tailure to secure identification with it. 
We allude now to what is known as the 
Fisher claim. Mr. Fisier was United 
States Consul at Kanagawa some years 
since. During a great fire he lost his 
property, chiefiy consisting of a valuable 
library and other personal effects. It has 
been sought by certain ‘‘ Congressional 
agents’? to have the amount of this loss de- 
ducted from the sum wrongfully extorted 
from the Japanese Government, and now 
proposed to be returned. Exactly why 
this alleged claim of Mr. FisH#er should 
constitute a claim upon the sum heid in 
trust by the Department of State is nowhere 
explained. The speeches made in Congress 
on this branch of the subject were wholly 
devoted to expatiating upon the magnitude 
of Mr. Fistrer’s loss. The value of his ad- 
mirable library and its great benefit to the 
diplomatic and Consular representatives of 
other nations were dwelt upon with great 
unction. But nobody, not even Mr. In- 
GALLS, attempted to elucidate the principles 
of justice, economy, and international juris- 
prudence upon which the sum of Mr. Fisr- 
ER’s private loss should constitute a lien 
upon a sum of money taken from Japan and 
held in trust by the United States Govern- 
ment. 

Undoubtedly, the defeat of the Fisher 
claim, or, rather, the defeat of the scheme 
to let in the claim as a rider to 
the Japanese Indemnity bill, explains the 
virulent opposition of some of the Senators 
who discern in the measure nothing but cor- 
ruption and jobbery. If Senator INGALLs, 
for example, were friendly to the proposi- 
tion to pay for Mr. Fismer’s burned books 
out of the money due to Japan, he 
would certainly oppose the bill unless it con- 
tained a provision to compensate his client. 
And, failing to secure the incorporation 
into the bill of this neat little scheme, Mr. 
INGALL8 would denounce the bill as the 
work of lobbyists. That admirable refuge 
of distressed parliamentarians, the courtesy 
of the Senate, would prevent the chaste and 
spotless Senators from Kansas, INGALLS and 
Pioump, from charging that their colleagues 
who voted and argued in favor of returning 
the indemnity are corrupt or are corruptly 
influenced ny a lobby. But these ingenious 
gentlemen must now include in their general 
and sweeping. denunciation Gen. GRANT, 
who is not only in favor of returning the 
Japanese indemnity, but has actually 
had the hardihood to write a letter to Mr. 
WituraMs, Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, urging that some- 
thing be done to hasten the payment of the 
sum due Japan. Gen. GRANT is an eminent 
citizen of the United States. While he was 
President he examined the subject of the in- 
demnity and urged Congress to take action 
upon it. Asa private citizen, he has since 
visited Japan, and his observations confirm 
him in his opinion that the money should be 
returned. 

Of course, with statesmen of the welght, 
calibre, and‘ purity of Messrs. INGALLs, 
Piums, and their associates, the statesman- 
like considerations urged by Gen. GRANT 
are but the sounding brass and tinkling 
cymbals of the lobby. In Grasshopper 
Falls, where Mr. INGALLs has spent much of 
his valuable and fruitful life, the people 
know little and care less for the interests of 
the American Republic in Eastern coun- 
tries. Gen. Grant says that the Oriental 
nations have been so unaccustomed to fair 
play from the stronger nations of the world 
that the repayment of the unjustly exacted 
indemnity would redound to our credit in 
the East, if we should receive no other bene- 
fit. It is nowhere pretended that we are 
rightfully entitled to the money, but that 
we have it, and having it, we should not 
give 1t up. Even that eminently honest 
financier, Mr. JoHun SHERMAN, while he ad- 
mits that he does not believe that there is a 
lobby in favor of the Japanese Indemnity 
bill, cannot find any, possible objection to 
returning the money but in the mere fact 
that we have got it and that he dislikes 
to have’ it go back. But the statesmen 
from Kansas, possibly with their regrets lin- 
gering with the defeated Fisher claim, 
see nothing but corruption, bribery, and 
lobby in every proposition that has for its 
end the restitution of the unjustly extorted 
indemnity funds Gen. Grant has a wide 
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reputation for moral courage. Hehas dared, 
in the face of public opinion of Grasshopper 
Falls, Kan., to say that it isa great shame 
that we have so long held the money taken 
from Japan, and to say that we ought to 
return it, principal and interest, without 
further delay. The bill is now in the hands 
of a conference committee on the disa- 
greeing vote of the two houses. It is 
reported that this committee has agreed to 


report in favor of returning the indemnity 
with interest added at the rate of 5 per 
cent. We believe that the opinion of the 
country is with Gen. Grant when he says 
that interest, as well as principal, should be 
paid. The rate of interest to be allowed is 


not of very great importance; but, rather 


than permit the impression to prevail that 


we will not return the indemnity ‘because 
only corrupt lobbyists have favored ,that 
motion, we may as well compromise on a 
low rate of interest and so rethove a scandal 


that has too long disgraced the name of the, 
Republic. 


ANOTHER WAL. 
The troubles of England are endless.. 
In the midst of her war with the Irish 


Land League she contrived to get into a 
war with Egypt, and no sooner is the Jat- 


ter war begun than she finds herself on the 


eve of a war with M. p& LEessers. We 
need not wonder that Mr. Brreut thought 
it prudent to announce that he would not 


play any more, and that Mr. GLapstonz 
feels seriously ill. Ireland and Egypt to- 
gether are quite enough to tax the resources 
of the British Empire, and now that M. pr 
Lusseps has resolved to fight, the future of, 
England looks dark indeed. 

M. pe Lessers, who appears to have 
much the same feeling as to his own impor- 
tance as the various members of the illus- 
trious Fre.p family have as to their impor- 
tance, has forbidden England to land troops 
for the protection of the Suez canal. He in- 
tends to protect it himself, and calls the uni- 
verse to witness that the British shall land 
only over his dead body. There is no possibil- 
ity of mistaking his meaning. He is resolved 
to repel British invasion at any cost, and his 
defiance of England compels her to appeal’ to 
arms to protect her interests and to suppress 
M. pE LeEsseprs. 

We may assume that England will not 
formally declare war against M. pe LEessEps. 
She has not declared war against AraBr Bey, 
but has taken the ground that he is a rebel 
against the Turkish Government, and that 
hence he must be put down by British 
troops. In like manner Mr. GLADSTONE 
will doubtless assert that M. pe Lesszps is 
a rebel against, say, the Sandwich Island 
Government, and that the interests. of hu- 
manity require that Eugland should promote 
the effusion of blood by attacking and dis- 
persing M. pe Lesseps without delay. Still, 
no matter what the operation may be called, 
the suppression of M. pe Lessgps will be as 
much an act of war as the bombardment of 
Alexandria, and humanity will shudder to a 
greater or less extent when the bloody and 
terrible tragedy begins. 

It will probably begin by the bombard- 
ment of M. pe Lesseps by the British fleet. 
Now that he has aetermined to oppose the 
landing of British troops, he is doubtless con- 
centrating himself at Port Safd or perhaps Is- 
mailiaand mounting himself with heavy ord- 
nance. The British Admiral, following the 
precedent of the attack on Alexandria, will 
order M. pm Lesseps to dismantle himself 
and to cease to threaten the safety of the 
British fleet. The gallant Frenchman will 
refuse to accede to this demand, and there- 
upon the fleet will open fire. 

The result of this bombardment will de- 
pend upon the calibre of the guns with 
which M. pz Lesseps is mounted and the 
steadiness with which he stands to them. It 
is, however, only too probable that his guns 
are no heavier than those placed by ARABI 
in the forts at Alexandria. In that case he 
will speedily be silenced by the superior 
artillery of the fleet, his guns will be dis- 
mounted, his magazines blown up, and he 
will be forced to withdraw after having sus- 
tained heavy losses. 

Will he become a straggler to any ex- 
tent, and plunder Port Said while he is 
retreating? This is a contingency for 
which, of course, the British Government 
will make no provision. If M. pe Lessers 
chooses to break into the shops of Port 
Said, to fill his pockets with cigarettes and 
chocolate, to set fire to the town, and to 
massacre every European ,that ventures 
under the nose of his donkey, there will be 
no help for it, and we can only hope that the 
infuriated and demoralized Frenchman will 
conduct himself better than did the Egyp- 
tians after the bombardment of Alexandria. 

Falling back into the interior of the coun- 
try, M. pe Lesseps will probably fortify 
himself with a sand-bag and wait to be at- 
tacked hy British infantry. Doubtless, in 
order;to raise his courage, he will issue a 
bulletin to himself. informing himself that 
he has repulsed the fleet and sunk four or 
five iron-clads. With a view to the protec- 
tion oftthe Suez Canal, he will blockade it by 
throwing a few spadefuls of sand into it, 
and will cut the fresh-water canal,so as to 
flood the country. Meanwhile the British 
Government will prepare to send an army 
corps against him, and will urge the King of 
the Sandwich Islands to declare that M. pr 
Lesseps is a rebel, and to abstain from 
sending any troops against him. 

It may be imagined that M. pg& LeEssers 
cannat, single-handed, withstand the attack 
of ten or fifteen thousand English soldiers. 
It must be remembered, however, that un- 
less he mutinies against himself, or shows 
unexpected cowardice, he will make a des- 
perate resistance. If he is attacked in front 
he will defend his sand-bag to the last gasp, 
but supposea strong force attacks him at the 
same time on the left coat-tail, or on the 
back of the head? With ail his bravery he 
could hardly repel such an attack, and al, 
though he would inflict fearful losses upon 
the enemy he would finally be overwhelmed. 

M. pe Lesseps’s wisest course will be to 
avoid a pitched battle, and to retreat slowly 
into the desert, drawing the British after 
him. Unincumbered by any baggage ex- 
cept perhaps a spare shirt, and mounted 
upon a camel with half a dozen stomachs 
full of water, he can outmarch the British, 
and lure them on to perish of thirst and 
heat. Then, after Great Britain has ex- 
hausted herself in the vain struggie to over- 
take and suppress him, he can make peace 
upon honorable terms, and, reopening the 
canal, can sit in a comfortable lock-house 


and levy toll on passing vessels. England 
has never yet gone to war with an adversary 
so dangerous as M. pr Lesseps, and if he 
only pursue a more Fabian policy, he will 
be able to hold himself together, and to/ 
finally triumph gloriously over his enemies.,

It was 
on the 16th of July, just one year later, that the 
English fleet bombarded Alexandria, which has 
also been burned.

The Staunton (Va.) Vindicator speaks very 
respectfully of the death of Mr. William R. Garri- 
son, who was a zealous and efficient member of 
the centennial organization for the better endow- 
ment of Washington and Lee University.

Dr. Wiliiam H. Felton, who is to be an Inde- 
pendent Democratic candidate for Congress in the 
Seventh District of Georgia, made a three hours’ 
speech in Cartersville, on Thursday last, setting 
forth his position and saying that he mtends to 
vote for Mr. Stephens for Governor.

This was evolved from the work- 
shops of a military designer, and was simply ab- 
surd. In bright sun, with such a badge, a man 
would be the ‘cynosure of all eyes’ of the enemy. 
No Scotch officer desires to have the Highland bon- 
net done away with; but, if it must go, would it 
not be far better to take a Highland flat-topped 
bonnet, which can be pulled over tbe eyes, will 
stand rain, round which a puggaree can be placed, 
and which will cost but a trifle and be truly nation- 
al withal? A model of this bonnet now lies before 
the committee, which, for smartness and utility, it 
would be hard to beat. It has the sanction as to 
its being a perfect Highland bonnet of the Duke ef 
Sutherland, of The Macintosh, and others. It can 


be worn with or without a plume.”

AMUSEMENTS. 


A JUVENILE “PATIENCE.” 

A performance of that vivacious and charm- 
ing satire *‘Patience’’ was given by a company of 
children last night at Wallack’s Theatre. The same 
company had performed it in Boston, and has late- 
ly come under the censure here of Mr. Gerry and 
his associates. There is no particular reason why 
Mr. Gerry should bother his soul over so innocent a 
matter. The children are, apparently, between 12 
and 15; thev are singularly well trained and bright- 
ly intelligent; and they do their work with spirit 
and feeling. The kind of work is certainly harmless. 

The weather was, luckily, full of vigorous fresh- 
ness, and the atmosphere in the theatre was alto- 
gether pleasant. It follows that the evening was 
an agreeable one—especially when one takes into 
account the interest of the performance. The 
youngsters played well, and sang with astonishing 
skill and taste. Their voices were, of course, shrill 
and only half musical; though two or three of these 
voices were full of that first crude sweetness which 
comes naturally from the unbroken throat. The 
ehorus was excellent. As to the acting of the prin- 
cipals—who were simply and rightly announced by 
their Christian names—that showed clearly, strong- 
ly the dramatic instinct which, beyond all school- 
ing or coaching, belongs to the young of the race. 
As this performance will probably be repeated dur- 
ing the next few weeks, it may be recommended as 
a@ pretty and novel entertainment. 

There was a good-sized audience in the theatre 
and the applause was often cordial, at times en- 
thusiastic. There is undoubtedly an incongruity in 
the treatment of an artificial and subtle play like 
“Patience” by boys and girls who, like Patience 
herself, are not supposed to know what is com- 
monplace to their elders; this was not felt in ‘* Pin- 
afore,” when the bouyant little avant-garde of 
satirical opera was acted here by children; yet it 
isa curious fact that the representation of ‘* Pa- 
tience” last evening exhibited a finesse of preco- 
city which must have startled some old-fashioned

POPULARITY OF THE SOLDIER.

The soldiers of thelata 
war returned home 17 years ago, and strove to get 
back into the traces of civil life. The mass of them 
did so, but thousands found themselves at a disad- 
vantage. The exposures and toils had sapped 
some of their vitality, and camp life left them less 
able to —~ with business. Every year increased 
the difficulty; wounds began to teil, and so the 
people found their soldiers poor—the veterans 
were dropped to the rear in the battle for bread. 
The people demanded tne pension increase, rather 
than the soldiers, and they will pay it without a 
grumble, They do not want their heroes in the 
poor-house. Besides. it will not be for long. Every 
year will decrease it, and only a few more, com- 
paratively, will pass until the last pensioner will be 
paid off as ne drops into the grave.”’

Rear-Admiral Crosby, commanding the Soutl 


Atlantic station, reports from Rio de Janeiro 
July 1, that Capt. Meeker, of the Marine Corps, 
having been relieved as fleet marine officer by 
Capt. Fagan, has been detached from the Brook; 
_lyn and ordered to proceed home. 


The Navy Department is informed that the Navy 
pay office in New-York has been removed to No, 


17 State-street, opposite the Battery. The Post 
Office box is No. 3,783. 

A telegram received at the Navy Department to- 
day from Key West, Fla., states that the Tallapoosa 
and Powhatan, with a monitor in tow, passed Sand 
Key, bound east, at 3 o’clock yesterday morning. 

Rear-Admiral Clitz, commanding the Asiatic sta 
tion, reports under date of Yokohama, July 6 
that the flag-ship Richmond arrived at Nagasaki 


Jane 12, and that on thetiéth colors were half. 
masted and minute guns fired in commemoration 
of the death of Rear-Admiral Rodgers. ‘The sam¢ 
day the visits of the Governor of the Ken and the 
Chinese Consul were returned. The Richmond ar 
tived at Yokohama June 25, and Admiral Clita 
called upon the United States Minister, J. R. Young. 
On the 2ith Admiral Clitz was visited by Sir 
Henry Parkes, the English Minister, and Vice- 
Admiral Willes, Royal Navy. The next day he 
dressed ship with the English ensign at the 
main, and at noon fired 21 guns in honor of the 
coronation day of the Queen of England. On the 
29th a visit was received from Minister Young, who 
was saluted on his departure with 15 guns. On 
July 4, in company with all the men-of-war in the 
harbor, the Richmond dressed ship and at noon 
fired a salute of 21 guns, participated im by a'l the 
foreign men-of-war in the harbor and the battery 
on shore. Affairs in China and Japan continue 
auiet, although cholera exists in Kanagawaken. 
It is confined entirely to the native population, and 
no fears are entertained by foreigners. Proper 
Precautions have been taken in regard to tho 
cholera, and the health of the officers and men of 
the squadron continues excellent. 

A cable message was received to-day by Chief 
Clerk Hogg, of :the Navy Department, stating that 
Lieut. R. M. G. Brown, United States Navy. who 
was injured by an accident at Cadiz, had reached 
London and been placed ina hospital there for 
treatment. 

The Navy Department is informed that the 
United States steamer Hartford, now at Boston, 
which is to relieve the Pensacola as the flag-ship of 
the Pacific station, will be ready for sea on Satur- 
day next. 

Rear-Admiral Cuoper, commanding the North 
Atlantic station, reports from Provincetown, Mass., 
under date of July 28, that he would proceed ta 
sea at daylight the following morning with the 
Tennessee, Yantic, Enterprise, and Alliance, fot 
the purpose of exercising the squadron in fleet 
tactics. intending to remain four days at sea and 
then to proceed with the squadron to Boston. 
Since his arrival at Provincetown he has sent tha 
Yantic to Boston to transfer to the Naval Hospita! 
at Chelsea several men who were dangerously 
sick, and to take in a supply of coal which she 
much needed. The Post Office address of the 
above named vessel will be Boston until Aug. 9.

MP. RUSKIN'S MUSEUM. 
From the London Times. 

Mr. Ruskin visited Sheffield yesterday ans 
atiended a meeting of influential gentlemen, wha 
have been taking steps to remove the St. George's 
Museum, Walkley, to a more convenient locality 
in the town. Mr. Ruskin consents to its removai 
to a more accessible site, and undertakes to estab- 
lish iton such a basis as will secure it freely and 
fully forthe benefit of the town forever. Many 
art treasures which Mr. Ruskin has in readiness to 


forward to Sheffield cannot be exhibited at the 
Walkley Building for want of space. With the as- 
sistance of the people of Sheffield he hopes to 
perfect his scheme, on the one hand, making the 
museum a national institution worthy of being 
copied elsewhere, and, on the other hand, giving it 
a special loczl interest. At the meeting yesterday, 
Mr. Ruskin explained that his original idea had 
been’ a very modest one, namely, to enlarge the 
present museum at Walkley in the plainest manner 
possible, but as it seemed desirable to change the 
site, he was quite ready to place himself in the 
hands of the gentlemen of Sheffield. Plans had 
been prepared by Mr. Robson, architect, and the 
estimated cost of one section of the new institution 
was £5,000. In reply to a question as to the se- 
curity for the art treasures remaining in Sheffield 
in case of any changes in the constitution of 
St. George’s Guild, Mr. Ruskin said he was quite 
ready to agree to any security that the lawyers 
might think necessary. He proposed to retain the 
management of the thuseum. meaning thereby its 
arrangement, and the method of making it usefal 
to the students,in hisown hands. The meeting 
expressed the opinion that Mr. Ruskin had met the 
town in a very generous way, and passed a vote of 
thanks to him for his attendance. A committee 
was appointed to draw up a definite scheme to be 
submitted to the publicand Mr. Ruskin promised 
to attend a public meeting to be held in Sheffield 
atanearly date. The site forthe new institution 
which is regarded with the most favor is the End- 
— Hall estate, Ranmoor, belonging to Sir Johy 
rowan.

Fonthill, 800 guineas, (Boore:) a circular cap and 
cover of agate, studded with 11 polished rubies, 
and mounted with silver gilt, from the Beckford 
collection, 510 guineas, (Whitehead :) an oval cup o 
hematite, with carved mask handles on stem an 

foot of the same, goid mounted, 600 guineas, 
(Williams.) Bronzes: Apollo Belvidere, seven 
feet high, ona square black marble pedestal, 480 
guineas, (Stettiner;) the Diana of Versailles, six 
feet four inches high. on a similar pedestal, 500 
guineas, (Stettiner;) the Borghese Gladiator, 
five feet high, on a similar pedestal, 535 cuineas, 
(Stettiner;) the Belvedere Antinous, six feet five 
inches high, on a similar pedestal, 460 guineas, 
(Stettiner;) Hercules and Telephus, six feet five 
inches high, on a square black marble pedestal. 455 
guineas, (Stettiner.) These statues were cast in 
Italy, by order of Francis L., early in the sixteenth 
century. for the decoration of his palace at Villeroi, 
in molds taken from the origina! statues. and 
they were afterward acquired by M. Neuville, 
Secretary of State. At the revolution they were 
removed and afterward purchased by Alexander, 
tenth Duke of Hamilton, and placed in Hamiltoy 
Palace.

THE EXHUMED WHALE BONES. 
From the Montreal (Canada) Gazetie, July 26. 
Some curious remains recently found during 
excavations at Smith’s Falls, on the line of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway, are likely to excite a good 
deal of interest among savanis. The remains con: 


sist of a perfect vertebra and a portion of a rib of 
an immense whale, together with another bone, 
which probably belonged te the same animal, but 
whose place in the animal! is not easily recognized. 
The backbone is 10 inches broad and 7 inebes 
thick. The piece of the ribis 450 inches long, and 
asalarge portion has evidently crumbled away, 
the whole rib must have measured nearly 6 feet. 
These bones were found 385 feet below the surface 
of the earth and 29 miles inland from tho St. Law- 
rence River. 





WALTON’S ACCUSER HEARD 


TESTIMONY FOR AND AGAINST 
THE PLUNGER. F: 

@HE CASE BEFORE THE MONMOUTH PARK 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE—SOME LIVELY 
TALK WHICH MR. WALTON DECLARED 
“‘ INFAMOUS’ ’—MR. KELLY’S LANGUAGE. 

At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon Francis F. 
Walton, who was described in the English news- 
papers @ year ago as the ‘American Plunger,” 
stepped from a coach at Twenty-seventh-street 
and Madison-avenue, and ascended the stone stair- 
pase to the elegantly furnished rooms of the Mon- 
mouth Park Racing Association. It was the time 
fixed for the meeting of the Executive Committee 
to hear the case of James E. Kelly, the veteran 
book-maker, against Mr. Walton, the general 
charge against the latter being that he is bringing 
* American racing into disrepute through certain 
alleged methods of corrupting the owners and 
trainers of horses and the jockeys, and the specific 
charges being that he caused the horse Marathon 
to be pulled ina race on the 20th of July at Mon- 
mouth Park; that he caused the horse Inconstant 
to be pulled in a race at the same place 
two days later, and that on two occasions 
he attempted to persuade Mr. Kelly to have 
horses owned by him pulled in races on the 
same track. Mr. Walton was, as usual, attired in 
clothing of the most fashionable cut, and he 
smiled like a man who had won money on all the 
races of the day and who was prepared to take his 
evening drive on Ocean-avenue, at Long Branch. 
He entered the large room used for meetings of 


the Executive Committee and took a seat at a long 
table. Near a window was Mr. Kelly, the book- 
maker, who stood like a statue facing the 
“Plunger,” and whose countenance plainly 
showed that he was prepared to attend to very seri- 
ous business. Mr. George L. Lorillard and Mr. D. D. 
Withers, members of the Executive Committee, sat 
at the long table and awaited the coming of a 
stenographer who had been employed to take tes- 
timony. Mr. August Belmont, Mr. Pierre Loril- 
lard, and Mr. James Gordon Bennett, the other 
members of the committee, were absent, but Mr. 
Relmont had telegraphed that he would arrive in 
this City this morning. It was thought that Mr. 
Pierre Lorillard would also be here to-day. How- 
ever, a8 Mr. George L, Lorillard and Mr. Withers 
constituted a quorum, they were ready to proceed, 
saying that the testimony taken could be yead in 
manuscript by Mr. Belmont end Mr. Pierre Loril- 
lard upon their arrival. 

In an ante-room, separated from the committee 
room by a wood and glass partition, which does 
not reach to the ceiling, wasa large number of 
reporters. ‘*‘ Andy’? Sheehan, who was reckoned 
among the late John Morrissey’s most bitter foes; 
William Donahue, the jockey who rode Marathon 
and Inconstant in the races referred to by Mr. 
Kelly; Charles Shauer, one of Mr. Pierre 
Lorillard’s jockeys; E. V. Snedeker, the horse- 
man in whose stable Marathon was lodged; 
James Walden, a veteran trainer, and ex-Excise 
Commissioner Richard J. Morrisson. The last 
named was in attendance at Mr. Walton's request, 
and was to appear as the “ Plunger’s’’ counsel in 
case the committee consented that lawyers should 
take part in the proceedings. The reporters were 
informed that the meeting of the committee would 
be strictly private, and that they would be per- 
mitted to remain in the ante-room. The 
stenographerarrived at 3 o'clock, and then it was 
understood by the occupants of the ante-room 
that the investigation would no longer be delayed. 
Mr. Walden, the trainer, was first called at Mr. 
Kelly’s request. Mr. Kelly read in quiet tones the 
piidavits and then put a few questions to Mr. 
Walden. Next Mr. Walton was heard cross-exam- 
ining the witness. Mr. Walton asked his questions 
in a manner that left no room for doubt 
among those in the ante-room that he 
was satisfied he had a good case and 
that he need not over-exert himself with 
the witness. Mr. Snedeker, the horse-owner, 
was called from the ante-room. He smilingly 
entered the large room, and in reply to Mr. Walton 
suid that he had never been requested by the 
‘* Plunger” to have a horse pulled. Jonahue, the 
rider of Marathon and Inconstant, next testified 
that he was not approached by Mr. Walton pre- 
vious to the race in which those horses were en- 
tered, or at any other time, with a view to influ- 
ence him to lose a race. Mr. Sheehan, who had 
been making many disparaging remarks concerning 
Mr. Kelly in the ante-room, wasfcalled, and it was 
understood that be was to testify that Mr. Kelly 
was unworthy of belief. Mr. Sheehan was in the 
large room less than five minutes, and he spoke in 
tones so low that his voice could not be heard in 
the ante-rroom. When he again appeared in the 
ante-room he glanced at the reporters, and after 
paying, “ Well, [gave them his pedigree,” quickly 
went from the building. It was, of course, under- 
stood that he referred to Mr. Kelly's pedigree. 

No other witnesses were called, and Mr. Walton 
was heard reading anonymous letters which he 
bad received, and which reflected upon Mr. Kelly’s 
character. Mr. Walton claimed that John Morris- 
rey prevented Mr. Kelly from appearing on the 
Saratoga race-course several years ago, and in- 
sisted that the charges against him (Mr. 
Walton) were made upon the unsupported 
testimony of a gambler, (Mr. Kelly.) Mr. 
Walton further urged that no_ case had 
been mede out against him, and that the 
charges should be dismissed. He desired that the 
committee should understand that he used money 
only to further the interests of horse-racing, and 
that when he gave money to jockeys, as he ad- 
mitted he had done, it was for the purpose of en- 
couraging them on to victory and not to defeat. 
Mr. Walton spoke at great length, but he was not 
tlearly heard at ail times by the audience in the 
ante-room. 

At the conclusion of his speech a fist struck the 
table, and Mr, Kelly’s voice rang out sharp and dis- 
tinct. He began by saying that he hoped to do the 
racing interests some service by preferring charges 
against Mr. Walton. He believed in ‘* square” 
racing, and never hesitated to wager money with 
Mr. Pierre Lorillard, Mr. August Belmont, and 
pthers who, he knew, would bet only when the 
racing was “‘square.” He had bet $10,000 at one 
time with Mr. Pierre Lorillard, and had had 
taked many large sums of money against 
pther gentiemen in racing events. He 
vas the owner of horses himself, and paid $4,000 a 
year for a rider. He guaranteed the jockey that 
much a year to keep him above temptation. Then, 
after saying this much, he directed his attention 
toward Donahue, the rider of Maretta and Incon- 
stant, and said that this was not the first time that 
that jockey had been charged with pulling 
a horse. Once before the same _ aceusa- 
tion had been made against Donahue, 
and upon investigation he had been “ruled 
off.” Mr. Kelly thought itimprobable that any one 
would expect that the jockey or ** Eph’’ Snedeker 
or any person accused of pulling horses wouid ap- 
pear before the committee and admit that he or 
they were guilty of euch shameful conduct. At 
this point Mr. Walton’s voice was heard. and Mr. 
Kelly shouted. ** Will you be good enough to give 
me an opportunity to be beard. I sat here in 
silence for an hour and listened to you.”’ But Mr. 
Walton continued to talk, and Mr. Kelly demanded 
that the “ Plunger” should be forced to remain 
uuiet. Then Mr. Walton ceased talking and Mr. 
Kelly said: *‘I want to show that that man isa 
villain, and I want to put him on the record as 
such.” Again Mr. Walton interrupted and 
Mr. Kelly was heard to say, ‘Will you 
stop? Will you give me a _ chance?’ and 
Mr. Walton shouted, ‘‘ This is infamous.” 
“This man,” Mr. Kelly continued, ‘‘was driven 
out of Philadelphia, and you need not take my 
word alone as proof of what I allege against him. 
Send for all the book-makers, and they will tell 
you that all that Ihave set forth in my affidavits 
is true. Take the book-makers, one by one, and 
question them, and they will show you 
that this man is a Villain at heart. 
He goes from stable to stable in the 
bight time, and raps onthe doors, and when the 
trainers ask, ‘ Who is there’ they hear the any:wer, 
*Petey.’ Why, Sirs,” added Mr. Kelly, raising his 
roice and beating the table with his fist, ** when I 
was in Saratoga the other day Mr. Spencer. one of 
the proprietors of the Saratoga track, said to me 
that Mr. Walton would not be allowed in the woods 
(the name given to the place where the horses 
are kept) at Saratoga. And why will he not be 
allowed there? Because he is a natural born 
thief, and he knows it.” Mr. Walton vigorously 
jnterrupted, and exclaimed, ** This is infamous!” 
Mr. Kelly insisted that Mr. Walton should not be 
ermitted to interrupt him, and closed his speech 
xy saying that Mr. Walton’s bad influence on the 
race-course is disgracing the country, and that old 
turfmen are no longer willing to back their judg- 
ment with their money, simply because their 
judgment as to the merits of horses amounts to 
nothing when pitted against the bad methods em- 
ployed by Mr. Walton. 

At the close of Mr. Kellv’s speech the committee 
adjourned. Mr. Walton hur:ied to his coach with 
his counsel, Mr. Morrison, who had sat in the ante- 
room during the afternoon, and they went to the 
St. James Hotel. Mr. Walton declined to impart 
any information concerning the proceedings to the 
reporters. He said that Mr. Kelly’s charges had 
not been supported, and he seemed satisfied 
that he would not further be disturbed. Mr. Kelly 
paid to the reporters as he departed from the 
pssociation’s rooms, ‘*You must secure your 
jnformation from the members of the committee. I 
am in honor bound not to divulge the proceedings.” 
Both Mr. George L. Lorillard and Mr. Withers said 
that they could not make the testimony public. 
Mr. Withers intimated, however, that it would be 
very interesting reading. It is believed that after 
Mr. Belmont and Mr Pierre Lorillard have read 
the testimony a decision will immediately be given, 
and it is quite likely that the decision will be ren- 


@ered to-day. eS:

POLICE JUSTICES’ METHODS. 


THE COMMITTAL OF CHILDREN — EXTRA 
HOURS TO RECEIVE BAIL. 

A lively and interesting discussion took 
place last night at the monthly meeting of the 
Board of Police Justices over a proposal to refer 
to the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children all applications for the commitment of 
homeless, destitute, or orphan children to 
the secular charitable institutions. All of the 
Police Justices were present except Justice 
Morgan, and this was the first meeting at 
which a quorum has been present since February. 
The debate arose over along letter from Control- 
ler Campbell tothe Justices. In that letter he 
called attention tothe fact that in a number of 
cases the committing magistrates have committed 
te the institutions children who are not a legal 
charge on the City or County of New-York, 
through apparent failure or omission to examine 
properly the merits of the application. The Con- 
troller says the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children has declared itself ready and 


willing to investigate all applications for such 
commitment prior to the issue of the commit- 
ment papers by the Justice, and he therefore 
proposes that the Police Justices shall refer 
all applications to the society before taking 
final action, The Controller has discovered the 
abuses of the existing system when bills for the 
support of these improperly committed children 
have been sent into him for payment. In some 
eases, although the applications were based on 
affidavits, it was found that the arents 
of the children were living and abie to 
Support their children. In other instances 
the affidavits are made by officers or agents of the 
institutions which seek the custody of the children, 
and to which institutions the City pays a per capita 
sum of $110 a year for the support of the children 
80 committed. 

Several of the Justices moved to place the letter 
on file. Justice Murray said this seemed to bea 
very singular communication, coming as it did from 
a department that had nothing to do with the 
Board of Justices. Justices Kilbreth, Otterbourg, 
and Smith said it was ‘‘only asuggestion.” Jus- 
tice Murray said the suggestion was in very bad 
taste. He had great respect for Controller Camp- 
bell’s official capacity and integrity of purpose, but 
he recommended here a mode of discharging duty 
not proviced for by law. and to be carried on 
through the aid of an unauthorized body. He tn- 
ferred that the latter was the result of incessant 
boring of the department by the society in ques- 
tion. It was, in his judgment, absurd. Justice 
Otterbourg moved that the Controiler’s suggestion 
be made a rule ot the boara& to which 
Justice Murray quickly retorted that he was going 
to act under the law in this matter: that there 
was no law to authorize the course here pro- 
poe. and that he should not be controlled 

y such a_ resolution. Justice Power said 
he believed the Controller's suggestion was 
based on misapprehension as to the Justices’ 
methods in these cases. It was the common prac- 
tice of the Justiees to refer all these cases where 
there might be any doubt to this society for in- 
quiry, and there were blank forms kept in the courts 
for such references. The Controller's letter seemed 
to be based on the belief that applications were 
granted immediately in these cases. He, for one, 
could not see any force in the adoption of such a 
tule. A magistrate could not be compelled to use 
any other than «& legal agent in discharging his 
duty, but he might exercise more discretion in 
cases like this. 

Justice Kilbreth said ithad been his custom to 
refer all such applications to this society, and he 
had found its services trustworthy and of great 
assistance to him. It possessed peculiar facilities 
for discovering the facts, and he was quite ready 
to act on its suggestions. At the same time he 
did not think a Justice’s duties or powers 
eould be properly restricted by any resolution of 
this board. He moved to amend the motion by 
the acceptance of the communication and the 
recommending to the Justices the acceptance of 
the Controller's suggestion. Justice Murray said 
the power tocommit children was several years ago 
in the Commissioners of Charities and Correction, 
but in consequence of questions as to the violation 
of the religious belonging of the children in certain 
cases the law was changed. He had always com- 
mitted children to an institution managed by the 
creed to which the child belonged. Did the parties 
require any more specific information to commit 
such a child than to commit a burglar or highway 
robber? Affidavits were required in both classes of 
cases. He proposed to follow the law, and not 
anybody’s advice. Justice Otterbourg sald it was 
not intended by this resolution to change the law 
or bind any Justice. He had had an application 
made to him to commit three children, where it 
was found that the father of them was getting 
$3a day in the employment of the Department 
of Public Works. And it was this same society 
that brought to him this information. It was not 
unknown for a mother to have her child com- 
mitted in this way and for that same mother to be 
seen enjoying herself at a picnic a week or two 
later. For four years he had not made any com- 
mitments without consulting this society. Unless 
precautions were taken, the City would be 
burdened with the support of thousands of chil- 
dren, while their parents and natural protectors 
lived without any of their legal respons:bility. 
The fact also existed that in too many cases the 
$110 was what the institutions were after. The 
matter was discussed in this vein for nearly an 
hour, and the board finally carried the amendment 
tnat the suggestions in the Cuntroller’s letter be 
recommended for the adoption of the Justices. 

In executive session the board adopted a motion 
that the Mayor, in assigning the Justices to duty 
at Police Head-quarters, for the purpose of carry- 
ing out the provisions of the new bail law, be re- 
quested to assign them nightly to duty in alpha- 
betical order from the roster of Justices, and that 
no Justice be assigned to sit oftener than his 
name recurred in such order. On mo- 
tion of Justice Smith, it was resolved that 
the Justices sitting at Head-quarters shall report to 
the Secretary of the board the names, the offenses, 
and the disposition made in all cases of bail brought 
pefore them. It was also resolved that an assist- 
ant clerk be assigned to duty with the Justice sit- 
ting at Head-quarters.

Rynders said that he was the right man 
for Police Commissioner, and there was 
prolonged applause, Mr. Martine smiling com- 
placently. Capt. Rynders, in gsonolusion, 
said that he had no doubt that a Demoeratic 
County ticket would be elected this Fall. He ex- 
pected soon, he said, to shuffle off this mortal coil, 
and his voice might not be heard in a short time in 
political assemblages, but if, when he was dead 
and buried, somebody would come to his grave, 
beat a base-drum and proclaim a Democratic vic- 
tory. he would kick himself out of his coffin and 
cry hurrah ! 

Col. William R. Roberts bitterly denounced John 
Kelly. who “knew the men he betrayed, and the 
men he betrayed despised him.”

THE CHICAGO WHEAT DEAL 


SHORTS PUTTING UP MARGINS AND 
MAKING EXCUSES. 

TENDERS OF WINTER FOR SPRING WHEAT 
WITHDRAWN—AN INTERVIEW WITH MR. 
ARMOUR—GENERAL CONDITION OF THE 
MARKET. 


Cricaco, July 31.—Several of the July shorts 
in Spring wheat who had tendered Winter on Sat- 
urday withdrew their tenders to-day and put up 
margins as called for. Some of them said they 
had only made the tenders because others had 
offered it to them, and they desired to stand 
clear as between two fires. Others said they 
put up margins only to protect themselves from 
having the wheat bought in by the boys and the 
difference charged up. One or two complained 
that their course had been construed into an ac- 
knowledgment that they had been in the wrong. 
A great deal of money was put up in margins 
which will be perhaps locked up for sev- 
eral weeks, and possibly months, pending 
the settlement of the difficulty. It was 
claimed by the longs that the parties who deliver 
Winter for Spring have not a leg to stand on, as 


the board expressly refused. on the 10th of May 
last, to sanction such a substitution. The effort to 
find out, from people who know, how the deal in 
July wheat stands is not very successful so far. 
Some who are generally well posted think that a 
fortnight ago there was a little over 10,000,000 
bushels ou', and that nearly two-thirds of this has 
been settled since then, leaving not far from 
4,000,000 bushels yet in abeyanee, most of it being 
on aceount of parties in or near St. Louis. That 
quantity would involve $1,000,000 on a difference 
of 25 cents per bushel, which is what 
some people say they expect to_ be al- 
lowed by a committee, being the difference 
between $1 10and $1 35. On ‘Change to-day wheat 
was stronger, although partly depressed by free 
offerings of Winter whieh had been offered on 
Spring contracts and refused. It was early sold 
‘“‘on account of whom it may concern,’”’ and 
declined from $1 02 to 98% cents under 
the operation. The feeling was also weak 
early under the report that the day's 
receipts at St. Louis were about 350,000 busbels, 
and that the inspection here would be large. Spring 
wheat was freshened up onthe July deal, with a 
good deal of margin business in progress. Corn 
was weak on the long futures, the rain being sup- 
posed to benefit the growing crop. July was very 
strong under pressure to fill for this month, but broke 
badly before the close, as the pressure did not hold 
out. Oats were excitedly higher for July, with 
some advance on the near futures. Rye and bar- 
ley were unchanged. Provisions were rather active 
in transfer, with not much business doing, and the 
tone was uncertain, depending to some extent on 
the movement in corn. 

In the afternoon it was reported that the settle- 
ments on July Spring wheat had been very numer- 
ous during the day, something like 175,000 bushels 
having been cleared out of the way. It was also 
said that settling had been verv liberal for three or 
four days previous, leaving the outstanding 
shortage relatively small. Spring wheat was 
more active and irregularly high. Seller 
July was quoted early at 135, then at 136, 
later at $1 37, and closed nominally firm at $1 36. 
Some shorts were filled in and probably some 
bought in by the longs in cases where the shorts 
refused to margin up, It 1s whispered, however. 
that they could fill all day at some distance 
below $1 36. It is remarked that Milwaukee 
fluctuated much more than we did. It was 
called $105 on Saturday, and to-day quoted 
upto $1 25. Seller August ranged here at 9734 
cents to 9934 cents. being 1 cent to 14 cent above 
the price of regular. Nothing was reported in the 
long futures. Regular wheat was irregular and 
quite active. The market advanced 2% cents, de- 
clined 24g cents, and closed 44 cent above the 
latest prices of Saturday. London was quoted 
easier, but with little change in quotations, and 
the rain in the West was expected to reduce the 
volume of receipts here, to say nothing of the 
smaller pressure to sell at the reduction from 
August to July prices. But our receipts for to-day 
were large, and those at St. Louis more s0 
first stated at 350,000 bushels and 
at 380,000 bushels. The weather § induced 
a better demand, which meant bigher priees, but 
the market was soon beared by the ‘‘auctloning 
off” of several lots “‘on account of whom it may 
concern,” the said wheat having been refused by 
parties to whom {it was tendered in satisfaction of 
contracts for Spring wheat. This depressed the 
rice for spot or July more than futures, The mar-

ret afterward ruled steadier, with a fair volume 
of trading, but without much activity. In corn 
the market was chiefly governed by weather con- 
siderations. ‘The pretty general rain that had 
fallen since Saturday brought in a good many 
orders to sell for the year, as those contracts can be 
probably fulililed out of the new crop, 
that future weakened under the 
ferings. The other end of the line was 
strong until near the close. There was 
an active demand for July, chiefly by parties who 
had sold tor 80 cents and above and were unable 
to make settlements without delivery. Atter they 
had got through the market broke 244 cents. The 
settlement price for overplus lard delivered on 
August contract has been fixed at $12 05, No. 2 
oats closed to-day at 62 cents eash, or 12 
cents above the closing price of July #1 
last year. There were in store in this 
city July 20 last year 3,471,202 bushels of oats, as 
against 41,175 bushels on the same date this year. 
The visible supply of oats July 22 this year 
was 1,187,234 bushels, while that of July 
23 last year was 1,511,000 bushels. The 
first car of new barley was received from 
Nebraska to-day. It was graded No. 3, was good 
weight, and sold at 75 cents. Last year the first 
car was from Minnesota, and arrived here July 25, 
The first sale of new flax-seed was made to-day at 
$1 26, to arrive. The seed is now on the way 
here from Kansas and Missouri in considerable 
quantities, and the market will be liberally sup- 
plied In a few days. 

Mr. Armour was asked this evening if it was 
true that there are about 14.000,000 bushels involved 
in the July wheat deal. He replied, ** You must 
excuse me from answering, as there sre reasons 
why I wouldn't give any figures.” 

‘Flow much has been settled?” 

“A very large amount—much more than it was 
supposed there would be a week ago, Milwaukee 
came up toa man and paid the full market to-day." 

‘* How about St. Louis?’ 

“They didn't do as well. They tried to fill 
contracts by delivering Winter wheat.” 

** And Chicago?” 

“Pretty well.” 

“How much Winter wheat was tendered ?” 

“Lean’ttell. I have tried to find out, but there 
are so many intermediate parties that 5,000 bushels 
may be delivered around so as to look like 100,000 
bushels. The best class of men won't ten- 
der Winter wheat. I met @& man a 
while ago who had done it, and he 
said he had never done such a mean thing 
before, and he was going down to take a sewer 
bath to get clean. A. M. Wright set two or three 
fellowsto delivering Winter wheat, thinking he 
could keep in the background himself, but last 
Saturday word was sent him to deliver the staff 
himself and not get others to do his dirty work.” 

‘*Was much of the settling done on ’Change or 
this afternoon.” 

“it has been going on all day. The quantity is 
much larger than the cireulars have stated. | Mr. 
Armour intimated that it was about 1,500,000 
bushels.] Icouldn’t tell the amount, but the set- 
tlements to-day have been very large, and for two 
or three days previous they have been quite lib- 
eral.”’ 

‘* How much is in default?” 

“Very much less than was supposed even threa 
days ago. One Milwaukee man settled 100,000 
bushels.”’ 

A leading short says there must be $3,000,000 or

them. Another short said a committee would 
be appointed and $1 28 be fixed as the rating _— 
but, of course, this was mere gossip. Tho longs 
have not yet made known their programme. They 
will probably not scratch any of the deals, but will 
call for a committee, and if they are sustained 
they will go into litigation themselves. Up to 
three weeks ago there were 10,000,000 bushels un- 
settied, and at the most not more than 6,000,000 
bushels had been settled up to this evening, leay- 
ing 4,000,000 bushels still out.

A WOMAN BEATEN TO DEATH—LYNCH LAW 
IN MISSOURI—OTHER CRIMES. 

Rocuester, N. Y., July 31.—At Seneca 
Falls, last night, roughs forced an entrance into 
Moreland’s saloon and beat Mrs. Moreland. She 
died this morning. John McKeon was arrested at 
midnight as the principal in the crime. Henry Mc- 
Graw, an accessory, was arrested this morning, 
and the Coroner is now holding an investigation. 
The murdered woman was about to become a 
mother. 

Boston, July 81.—Arthur A, Noyes, engi- 
neer of the Lawrence Building, Chauncey-street, 
has been arrested, charged with robbing Lewis 
Coleman & Co. of gcods valued at $10,000. He 


represents that he had been operating in stocks, 
that his losses were heavy, and that he took this 
method of trying to recover his money. 


BatH, Me., July 31.—Sergt, Kelly surren- 
dered himself to the authorities bere this morning, 
and was examined by Judge Tallman on the charge 
of shooting Frank A. Smith at Fort Popham on 
Saturday. Kelly testified that the shooting was 
purely an accident. He merely intended to intimi- 
date the young man. He was bound over in $500 
to take his trial at the August term. 


CINCINNATI, July 31.—A special dispatch 
from Bardstown, Ky., says: ** Isaac Wilson, a des- 
perado, was shot and instantly killed by Charles 
Miller yesterday. Wilson made a murderous as- 
sault on Miller, and the shooting was done in seif- 
defense.” 

A special dispatch from Frankfort, Ky., says: 
‘* Charles Price was fatally shot at his cabin ves- 
terday by his neighbor, Frauk Stanley. Stanley 
had just been informed of an attempted outrage 
by Price upon his (Stanley's) daughter, and the 
shooting was to revenge this injury. Price's little 
girl was also dangerously wounded by one of 
Stanley's shots.”’ 

William Franze, a blind organ-grinder, fatally 
stabbed Louis Spraul this afternoon. Spraul 
was a desperate man, and was quarreling 
with Mrs. Franze. when Franze came into the yard 
and interfered. Sprani struck him, and Franze 
— a knife that he bad in his hand with fatal 
effect. 


Sr. Lovis, Mo., July 31.—Yesterday morn- 
ing, at Ironton, Mo., a mob took a negro from the 
jail and banged him to the railroad bridge. He had 
made a criminal assault upon a white woman. 


WorCESTER, Mass., July 31.—Dores Varney, 
the young Frenchman whose body was found in 
Sutton yesterday with a shot through the head, 
was last seen on Tuesday with Louis St. John. The 
latter is under arrest. 


Gurn’s Fats, N. Y., July 31.—Fowler’s 
dry goods store in this place was entered during 
Sunday by three men who gained an entrance by 
prying open the door on the second fioor. Silks 
valued at $2,500 were taken. Theo burglars pur- 
chased tickets and took the Lake George and 
Saratoga special train for New-York at 10 o'clock 
last night. 

CuicaGco, Ill, July 31.—Cashier Gage, of 
the First National Bank, says Richards, the default- 
ing clerk of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacifico 
Railroad, cannot have secured over $8,000 by im- 
posing upon the bank Teller. 

Some time ago Smith Whittier, alias Dr. James,

The prosecuting attor- 
ney stated the defaication to be $35,000, and asked 
that bail be fixed at that amount, which was ac- 
cordingly done.

R. G. Dun & Co., and formerly of St. Louis and 
Kansas City, is behind in his accounts and has left 
the city. Dun & Co. have offered a reward for his 
arrest. The amount of his defalcation is unknown. 


Lonpon, Ontario, July 31.—An American 
named Daniel Weaver was arrested here to-day 
on suspicion. He attempted to draw a revolver 
when arrested. The grounds of suspicion on which 
he was arrested are that he was trying to negotiate 
a one-hundrea-dollar silver deposit certificate of 
the United States. His conduct during the past 
week has been such as to lead to the belief that 
he is “crooked.” 

GALVESTON, Texas, July 31.—A special to 
the News from McKinney says: ‘ Last night four 
white men bad an altercation with negroes, who 
were returning home from church, and fired upon 
them. ‘Two were seriously ana one slightly 
wounded. Two arrests have been made.” 

There were several serious fracases in New- 
Laredo yesterday, in one of which a man was shot 
dead, and in another a Mexican, named Cardena, 
was fatally wounded. 

A special! from Ellinger says that H. C. Sholes, an 
attorney at Fayetteville, was shot and instantiy 
killed by Hermann Seapp, a young merchant. The 
killing {s said to have been done in self-defense, as 
Sboles had drawn a pistol during an altercation. 
Seapp has been placed under bonds.

AMBIGUOUS CUSTOMS LAWS 


THE TARIFF COMMISSION AGAIN 
LISTENING TO MR. FRENCH. 

THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY POINTS OUT THE 
DIFFICULTIES OF THE PRESENT SYSTEM 
-—ADVOCATING THE CREATION OF A CUSB- 
TOMS COURT—THE DUTY ON QUININE. 

Lone Branca, N. J., July 31.—The Tariff 
Commission began its morning session with a con- 
tinuation of the hearing of Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury French in regard to the difficulties 
and ambiguities of the existing tariff law. He 
commenced by giving his views as tothe impor- 
tance and necessity of the creation of atribunal for 
the speedy determination of the disputed questions 
arising from time to time in Customs cases. He hada 
circular read from Secretary Windom to Chambers 
of Commerce and Boards of Trade throughout the 
country, calling for an expression of their views on 
the subject. This circular showed that there were 
. 18,000 Customs suits pending. These, of course, 
did not represent so many distinct questions. On 
the contrary, large numbers of them depended 
on the same points, but owing to the 
law’s delays, the importers had to continue 
bringing suits on every importation. Owing, how- 
ever, tothe death of President Garfield and the 
change in the Cabinet, the plan had fallen through. 
It had been opposed also by lawyers who were in- 
terested in those litigations, and who represented 
that it was a new scheme of the Treasury Depart- 
ment to get advantage of the importers. And 
when a bill for the creation of such a court 
was introduced in the Senate by Mr. Sher- 
man, it was denounced in the New-York 
papers as a new scheme of the Treasury 


to wrong the importers in some way or other. 
In point of fact, the scheme was for the benefit of 
importers, and instead of being for the purpose of 
giving new power to the Treasury, it was pro- 
posing to part with all the power whichit now 
had over the subject. Everybody in the cepart- 
ment desired toget rid of these controversies and 
the labor. One plan was to arrange the matter 
very much as the valuation of goods is nuw ar- 
ranged. That is, to leave it to the decision of the 
appraisers and lct their judgment be final. 
Another plan (and the one which he himself fa- 
vored) was the creation of a Customs court, com- 
posed partly of experts and of one or two 
eminent lawyers, the members of the court to 
receive $5,000 or $6,000 a year or more, to hold 
their appointments permanently, and to sit in New- 
York. He would havethe decision of the court 
final and unappealable. One objection made to 
that plan was its expense, but he thought if the 
country could afford to give $19,000,000 to the im- 

rovement of mud puddles, it might not begrudge 
B 50.000 or $40,000 a year to the maintenance of this 
court, which would save the present enormous 
cost of litigations. Another proposition was to 
give jurisdiction of all thse questions to the Court 
of Claims. That would certainly be a great im- 
provement on the present system. This was a 
very important matter, and Mr. French hoped that 
the Tariff Commission would take up the question 
and make some definite recommendation on the 
subject. 

Passing on to the sugar question, Mr. French 
gave a history of the law fixing the Dutch stand- 
ard of color as the test of value and of taxation; 
how that standard had been falsified by the arti- 
ficial mode of darkening colors; how the polari- 
scope is adopted by the whole trade asthe just 
criterion of the value of sugar; how objection was 
made by the sugar importers to its being adopted 
by the Treasury Department, and how the 
high qualities of raw sugar now come in 
at low rates, being artificially colored. 
There never had been a time, he said, 
when the sugar importers tendered to the 
Committees on Ways and Means any agreement as 
to the best mode of collecting the duties on sugar. 
They could not agree among themselves about it. 
He suggested that perhaps the best way out of the 
whole sugar difficulty would beto apply the ad 
valorem system to it. He thought most of the 
sugar people would agree to that, but he confessed 
that there was something in the polariscope which 
Was a scarecrow to most of them. There were 
practically two questions before the commission. 
One was whether the tax on sugar should be low- 
ered or increased or retained as it is. 
The other was how the different grades 
of sugar should be graded and ascertained. 
His suggestions had been merely to give to the 
commission the present status of the question, and 
to make suggestions in all directions as to the 
proper mode of establishing the tariff on sugar. 
Sugar now paid the largest amount of revenue to 
the Government. “the amount for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1651, was over $48,000,000, and that 
for the last fiscai year would probably exceed $5v,- 
000,000. He had nothing to say as to the propriety 
of diminishing or increasing the taxes on sugar. 
Th»t was not one of his functions. His whole mis- 
sion here was to suggest to the commission the 
points of difficulty in administering the law, ,so 
that the present difficulties might be avoided in the 
report. which the commission would make. 

After an hour's recess the commission gavea 
hearing to John D. Dix, of New-York, who said he 
had been in the drug and chemical business a 
great many years. He had no personal axe to 
grind, but he had a personal grievance to state. 
In 1862, when Mr. Morrill was getting up his tariff, 
he sent for the representatives of the drug trade, 
Mr. Dix among the number, and told them he 
wanted them to prepare the fizures for taxation 
of drugs and chemicals, and that they 
must put the figures as high as possible, 
promising that, as soon as the war necessities 
passed away, he would use his influence to have 
the tariff on drugs reduced. They had done so. 
For 15 years he (Mr. Dix) had felt personally in- 
jured by the fact that neither Mr. Morrill nor any- 
body else had undertaken to revise the tariff ex- 
cept to take off a tax here or put one on there to 
advance some private end. Mr. Dix gave various 
instances of the taxation of drugs and chemicals to 
show how absurd the tariff on them was, and how 
individuals have taken. advantage of prohibi- 
tive rates and realized large fortunes in 
the mannfacture of such drugs and chemicals. 
In regard to essential oils, Mr. Dix complained 
that the duties had been taken off some and re- 
tained on others without any other reason than 
personal interest. If they had all been treated 
alike and put on the free list there would have 
been some reason in it. He showed how, by the 
rates of duty on opium and morphine, the 
American makers of morpnine were _ reai- 
izing immense profits. Then as to quinine 
and cinchona bark he complained that the 
representatives of the chemical interest who 
appeared last week before the commission 
had tried to create an impression that was not 
true. He thought that Mr. Robbins was <isin- 

enuous in saying that his firm had invested $150,000 
n plant for the manufacture of quinine. Mr. Dix 
did not believe there was so much money invested 
in the plant of the whole five quinine factories iu 
the country, and as to their giving employment to 
500fpersons, he did not believe they employed one- 
third of that number. No business in the country 
could so well afford to have its profits cut down as 
the business of making quinine. 

Mr. Oliver—Do they have a large profit at $2an 
ounce ? 

Mr. Dix—I believe that at the present price of 
bark they are losing money at $2 an ounce. 

Mr. Oliver—Iis there a large stock of quinine held 
in this country? 

Mr. Dix—-At the present rate of demand there is 
a large stock. There seems to bean unusual free- 
dom from malarial diseases at present. 

Mr. Oliver—Is it not well enough for the Govern- 
ment to encourage the manufacture of quinine in 
this country so that it can be made here in time of 
war? 

Mr. Dix—Most certainly, yes. I would grant them 
every possibile facility in lettingin every raw ma- 
terial free, and I would give them a small percent- 
age of protection--not more than 5 percent. The 
present high price of bark is the result of a corner, 
which will correct itself very speedilv. 

Mr. MoMahon—What is the objection to putting 
a duty of 20 per cent. on quinine? 

Mr. Dix—It would stop any importation. 

Mr. Underwood—What is the profit now in the 
manufacture of quinine? 

Mr. Dix—There is not any profit in it, if you take 
_. price of bark to-day and the price of quinine 
to-day. 

Mr Dix was requested to send to the commission 
a list of the articles which he would recommend to 
be placed on the free list. Ho said he would do 
so, and mentioned olive-oll as an article which 
should go on the free list, it being largely used by 
cloth manufacturers. 

E. L. Ranlett, of New-Orleans, representing the 
New-Orleans Cotton Exchange, and also represent- 
ing Southern manufacturing interests, made an 
argument in favor of placing jute butts and iron 
cotton-ties on the free list. 

Mr. Oliver—Does not the article of cotton-ties 
pay the least duty that any article of manufactured 
iron pays? 

Mr. Ranlett—I believe so; it is 35 per cent. ad 
valorem. I also ask to have manila and sisal, (or 
Long ny hemp,) and argentiferous ores, put on the 
ree list. 

The commission, at 4 o’clock, adjourned until 


to-morrow.

Proposing amendments to ayitete seven of the Con- 
stitution, and providing for the abolition of tolis 
on the canais and the maintenance thereof by 
taxation. 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That section third 
of article seven of the Constitution be amended so as 
to read a8 follows: 

Sec. 3. The first and second sections of this article 
having been fully compited with, no tolls shall here- 
after be imposea on persons or property transported 
on the canals, but all boats navigating the canals, and 
the owners aud masters thereol, shall be subject to 
such laws and regulations as have been or may here- 
after be enacted, concerning the navigation of the 
canals. The Legislature shall annually, by equita- 
ble taxes, make provision for the expenses of the 
superintendence and repairs of the canala. Yhe 
canal debt eontracted under the section hereby 
awepvded, which, on the Ist day of Octeber, eighteen 
hundred and eighty, amounted to elght million 
nine hundred and elghty-wo thousand two hun- 
dred dollars, shall continue to be known as the 
“canal debt, under article 7, sectton 3 of the Constitu- 
tion;” and the sinking fund applicable tothe payanent 
thereof, together withthe contributions to be made 
thereto, shall continue to be known as the “canal debt 
sinking fund,” and the principaland interest of sala 
debt shall be met as provided in the fifth section of 
this article. All contracts for work or materials on 
any canal shall bo made witn the person who shall 
offerto door provide the same at the lowest price, 
with adequate security for their performance. No 
extra compensation shall be made to any contractor, 
but if, from any unforeseen cause, the terms of any 
contract shall prove to be unjust and oppressive, the 
Canal Board may, upon the application of the con- 
tractor, cancel such contract, 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That section five of 
article seven of the Constitution be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Sec 5. There shall annually be Imposed and levied a 
tax which shall be sufficient to pay the interest and 
extinguish the principal of the canal debt mentioned 
in the third section of this article as the same sbatl 
become due and payable, and the proceeds of such 
tax shall, in each fiseal year, be appropriated and set 
apart for the sinking fund constituted for the pay- 
ment ef the principal and the interest of the afore- 
said debt. But the Legislature may, in its discretion, 
im pose for the fiscal year beginning on the first day 
of October, eighteen hundred and elahty-three, a 
State tax on each dollar of the valuation of the 

roperty in this State which may by law then 
be subject to taxation, sufficient with the ac 
oumulations of the sinking fund applicable thereto 
to pay in full both the principal and Interest of the 
canal debt before mentionéad, and the proceeds of 
such tax shall be appropriated and se: apart for the 
sinking fund constituted for the payment of the prin 
cipal and the interest of said debt. In the event of 
such action by the Legislature, then the Legislature 
shall, under the law directing the assessment and 
levy of such tax, make such provision for the retire- 
ment of the canal debt as it shall deem equitable and 
juat to the creditors of the State, 

Resolved, (if the Senate concur,) That section six of 
article seven of the Constitution be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

Sec. 6, The Legislature shali not sell, lease, or other- 
wise dispose of the Erie Canal, the Oswego Canal, the 
Champlain Canal, the Cayuga ana Seneca Canal, or 
the Black River Canal, but they shall remain the prop- 
erty of the State and under its management forever. 
All funds that may be derived from any lease, gale, or 
other disposition of any canal shall be applied in pay- 
ment of the canal debt mentioned in the third section 
of this article.

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HECKER’S MILL DESTROYED 


BURNED 70 THE GROUND WITH 
EIGHTEEN OTHER BUILDINGS. 
ONLY THE TALL CHIMNEY OF THE CROTON 

MILLS LEFT STANDING—MANY BUILDINGS 
DAMAGED BEYOND THOSE BURNED—THE 
LOSsES OVER $600,000—PaNIC AMONG 

TENEMENT-HOUSE PEOPLE. 

A fire, supposed to have been caused by fine 
dust formed in the process of milling catching 
fire from a spark created by friction in flour bolt- 
ing or wheat brushing machinery, broke out at 11 
o’clock yesterday morning in ove of George V. 
Hecker & Co.’s fiour mills, at No. 464 Water- 
atreet, and swept away the entire estab- 
lishment, which extended from Water-street 
to Cherry-street. running along these streets 
120 feet, and had a frontage of & feet on 
Pike-street. The fire ‘leaped’? Water, Cherry, 
and Pike streets, utterly destroying eighteen 
buildings, including Saneer & Fisher’s spice 
mill, which ran from No. 458 Water-street 
to No, 193 Cherry-street. As many other 
buildings were more or less damaged. 
Moe entire loss is between $600,000 and 
$700,000. No person was injured at the 
Are, but several firemen were exhausted, and 
some of them were taken to hospitals in ambu- 
lances. Hecker & Co. are able to continue business, 
as, anticipating that at some time the mills would 
be burned. they established a similar concern at 
No. 265 Cherry-street, which is known as the Metro- 
politan Mills, while the mills burned yesterday were 
known as the Croton Mills. 

Many conflicting stories were told yesterday 
touching the origin of the fire, but the most trust- 
worthy testimony points to friction of machinery 
as its origin, and there is every reason to believe 
that earlier in the day a slight fire occurred and 
was extinguished on the very floor where the 
serious outbreak occurred. This was the seventh 
floor of No. 464 Water-street. This part of the 
building is nine stories high. It runs through to 
Cherry-street, but about half-way through be- 
vomes an eight-story building, known as No. 
199 Cherry-street, and the old mill, it being where 
the business was startel 40 years ago. John 
Schauer had charge of the bolters and brushers in 
this building, and about 11 o'clock he discovered a 
fire on the seventh floor, on the Water-street side, 
near a wheat brushing machine. Mr. John Y. 
Hecker, the Superintendent of the mills, received 
au alarm, and the signal agreed upon—four bells 
struck on the bell of the mill—was given. The 
stunding fire apparatus in every part of the build- 
iugs was rigged, and Superintendent Hecker, with 
a number of employes, tried to go up to where the 
tire was burning, but they cou!d not go beyond the 
sixth floor, and Schauer, who, after giving the 


niarm, haa gone back te the seventh floor, had to 
escape, blackened and exhausted, by a fire-escape. 
Mr. John Y. Hecker and the employes of the con- 
cern, about 150 in number, escaped to the street by 
the stairways. There was no panic, anda!i left the 
buildings in the order prescribed in case of fire. 

The progress of the flames can only be under- 
stood by a description of the mill premises and 
neighborhood. Starting in Water-street, from the 
New-York Seamen's Association and Sailors’ Ex- 
vbange, of which F. C. Duncan, the United States 
Shipping Commissioner, is Superintendent, and 
which are known as Nos. 452 and 454 Water- 
street, and Nos. 187 and 189 Cherry-street, the 
first building north on the west side of 
the street was No. 456, a one-story structure, 
eceupied by C. M. Price, a wagon painter. 
Then came Sanger & Fisher’s four-story spice mills, 
No. 458 Water-st. Then, at No. 400 Water-street, a 
seven-story building, was Hecker & Co.'s wheat- 
house. At Nos. 462 and 464 Water-street, a nine- 
story building, was what was known as the “ acid- 
house,”” where Hecker & Co.’s baking powder was 
made. At No. 466 Water-street was M. A. Elliott's 
blacksmith’s shop, where Hecker & Co.’s horses 
are shod; it was a one-story building. At 
No. 468 Weater-street, the south-west corner 
of Water and Pike streets, was a three-story build- 
ing. Onthe upper floors paper bags were made, 
and on the ground floor flour was stored. West of 
{t, on the Pike-street part of the establishment, 
was an alley which led to the motive power depot, 
in the centre of the nest of buildings, beneatha 
massive chimney, said to be 135 feet high. West of 
the alley was what was known as the new build- 
ing, Nos. 201, 203, and 205 Cherry-street, a well-con- 
structed eight-story edifice,put up after a fire which 
in 1862 swept away Goodwin’s bakery and cost 
several firemen their lives. This building formed 
the south-east corner of Cherry and Pike streets. 
It was elaborately fitted up. On the first floor was 
an entrance into Pike-street, which here forms 
a square, 125 feet ucross, and another in 
Cherry-street, for delivering goods. ‘The of- 
fices of the firm are on this floor. On the 
second floor were the quarters of the book-keepers 
and clerks. On the third floor was the feed depart- 
ment, and on the fourth floor the bran bins and 
storage Jofts. Chutes from these floors led to the 
street for convenient delivery of bran and feed 
into wagons. ‘The fifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth 
Hoors were occupied by the printing department, 
where the labels for the firm and the paper bags 
Were printed. There was also a large space for 
storage on these floors. South of this build- 
jug, in Cherry-street, was the old build- 
ing known as Nos, 197 and 193 Cherry-street. On 
this side the ground fioor was used for delivery 
purposes. On the second floor, which ran through 
to Water-street, flour was packed. Thethirc floor, 
which also ran to Water-street, was the “‘self- 
raising’ flour department. On the fourth floor 
were the ‘mixers’? and milling machinery. This 
extended to Water-street. Onthe upper floors 
were the “bdolt-chests’”’ and wheat-brushers, 
piso extending to Water-street. No. 195 Cherry- 
street was the wheat-house, No. 193 the Cherry- 
street side of Sanger & Fisber’s spice 
mill, and No. 191 «a four-story tenement- 
house, the rearof which went to Price’s wagon- 
painting establishment. It was occupied on the 
ground floor by A. Morris, tailor, and Sophia Trobb, 
tobacconist. Next door was the Sailors’ Exchange. 
Opposite the Exchange, on the west side of Cherry- 
atreet, is the Sailors’ Home, of which F. Alexander 
is Superintendent. It is known as No. 190 Cherry- 
street. At Nos. 192 and 194 Cherry-street are the 
warehousesct Davis & Benson, dealers in flourand 
meal. At No. 196 Cherry-street was the grocery store 
of Eilen Murphy, on the south side of Mechanics- 
alley, which runs to Monroe-street. Over the 
grocery store was a three-story tenement-nouse. 
‘Chere was a three-story tenement in the rear. 
North of the alley were Hecker’s stables, for 70 
horses, and then three three-story tenements, the 
last of which was un the south-west corner of Pike 
and Cherry streets, in the basement of which was 
A. Schroeder’s liquor store. 

When the Superintendent of tne mills and the 
employes left the buildings an alarm had been sent 
out from a box at the south-east corner of Pikeand 
Cherry streets. The officer of the Seventh Pre- 
cinct, who should have been on post, was 
away attending to a woman who kad broken 
her leg by falling in the street. Three’ en- 
gines, Nos, 9, 15, and 17, were given the 
alarm, which might have been given several min- 
utes before it was sentout. When they arrived 
the fire was spreading rapidly—tn fact,Schauer was 
leaving the Building by an alley when part of the 
wall of the upper story of the old building fell. 
A third alarm was sent out, and brought 
eight more engines, and Chiefs Bates and 
Shay, Commissioners Gorman and Purroy, Al- 
derman C. B. Waite, Fire Marshal Shelden, and 
Capt. Webb, of the Seventh Precinct, who sum- 
moned his own reserves and those of the First, 
Fourth, Sixth, Eleventh, Thirteenth. Tenth, and 
Seventeenth Precincts. Chief Bates cailed up in 
suecession six more engine eompanies, the fire- 
boats Havemeyer and Fuller, and the water tower, 
#0 that there was apparatus for pumping water on 
the flames equal to 25 lines of hose, the two boats 
supplying 8 lines of hose. Several of the engines 
* hugged” the fire from convenient hydrants, and 
the water tower was drawn into Cherry-street, 
abreast of the new building and only about 15 feet 
fromit. The water supply at thestart was poor, 
und only about half the engines had a full ears. 
Tae fire had swept through the old buildin 
and the wheat-house, and had.  attacke 
the spice mill and the “acid-house,” the paper 
bag tactory and thetwo upper floors of the new 
building before all the éngines were well to work. 
The water tower, when its water came, had its 
powerful stream directed toward the fifth floor 
windows of the Cherry-street side of the new 
buildings, but the flames seemed to thrive on the 
water thrown on them. The wind blew about 
north-east, so that danger to the east side 
of Water-street was not great, but the 
New-York Seamen’s Association, the Sailors’ Home, 
und the houses on the west side of Cherry-street 
appeared to be doomed to destruction, The wheat- 
house was carried away ina few minutes and the 
Bpice mills lasted little longer. The acid-house 
followed in the wake of the old mill, and 
the paper bag manufactory was in ashes in 
less than halt an hour after the alarm was givon. 
At a 11:45 o’elock immense sheets of fire from the 
ruins of these buildings towered above the chim- 
ney of the mills and the fire in the new building 
took aleap from the seventh to the fourth floor. 
it burst out of the windows of the Cherry- 
street front with such intensity as to fire 
the wood-work of the water tower and the cloth- 
{ng of the firemen who manned it. They leaped 
from the platform, tried to drag the machine 
away, and ‘then shouted for aid. Their clothes 
were burning, their hair was singed, and 
they averted their faces from the fire 
as ay tugged at the shafts to get the 
tower into Pike-street. Half a dozen volunteers 
helped them, but the tower had not been entirel 
lowered, and it caught ina network of telegrap 
avires which had been carried away from 
poles, and it seemed as if the tower 
avould have to be abandonea. But the 
tower, by some accident, lowered itself a 
eouple of feet, cleared the wires, and the apparatus 
‘Was dragged north of Pike-street, and the blazing 
platform and wheels were extinguished. It will be 
gpcme time before the tower can be used at a fire. 

When the tower was dragged away the fire was at 
its height. The new building was a blazing mass, 
and flames, apparently thrice as high as the chim- 
ney which towered over the blazing ruins, darted 
up into the air, and then, borne down by the wind, 
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the foot of Pike-street was so hot that no human 
being could remain in it. The fire lines did not re- 
quire extending. The heat drove thousands of 
spectators 600 feet from the fire, where the heat 
could be endured with difficulty, but where 
it was impossible to look at the fire 
tor more than an instant. Spectators used their 
hats as face-shields, and ventured now and then to 
look at the flames, 

The buildings on the west side of Cherry-street 
in the neighborhood of the new building had 
caught, and the firemen could do little more than 
direct water on the flames trom Monroe-street. 
where hundreds of affrighted families were leav- 
ing their homes wiih their household goods. 
Other families were moving in Pike-street, and the 
building on the north-east corner of Pike and 
Chery streets was on fire. At the south-east cor- 
ner of Water and Pike streets the windows and 
shutters of a four-story buiiding were blazing. 
The cupola on the Water-street side of the Sea- 
men’s Exchange was on fire, the woodwork of the 
Sailors’ Home was smoking, and the iron shutters 
of Davis & Benson’s warehouse were nearly red- 
hot. The panic among the tenement-house popu- 
lation had spread to Market-street, and many were 
moving there. Half of the firemen at. work were 
exhausted, and ambulances, called so that they 
might be ready in case of em€rgency, began to ar- 
rive and were stationea in Monroe-street, at Me- 
chanic-alley, and in Cherry-street, south of the 
Sailors’ Home. 

At the time of the fire’s greatest intensity, how- 
ever—this was at noon—the Cherry-street walls of 
the new building began to totter, and the firemen 
were anxious to see them fa)), so that the draught 
which made the building a blast furnace—the 
flames of which lapped over the buildings west of 
it—would cease and permit of water reaching the 
heart of the fire. The Cherry-street walls fell at 
five minutes after noon, and marked the moment 
when the progress of the flames was first staid. 
The uncovering of the fire by the falling of the 
walls made the heat more intense than pefore for 
several minutes, and the houses which were burn- 
ing on the west side of Cherry-street were neg- 
lected, it being impossible to put water on them 
except from Monroe-street. They were No. 196 
Cherry-street and the rear tenement-house, owned 
by the estate of Finley Wright; Hecker & Co.'s 
stables, Nos. 198, 200, and 202 Cherry-street; a one- 
story building, with John Bauer’s barber’s shop in 
tne south-east corner; Nos. 24 and 2044, a three- 
story tenement, on the ground floor of which were 
Charles Waa, a Chinese laundryman, and John 
Panzer, a harness-maker; No, 206, a three-story 
tenement-house, occupied on the ground floor by 
George C. Lang, cigar-dealer, and No. 208 Augus- 
tus Schroeder's liquor store, over which 
lived Henry Wilson and his family. There were 
also on fire the roofs of No. 68 Monrve-street, 
Primary School No. 36, and Nos. 70, 72, 74, 76, and 
78 Pike-street, dwelling-houses, and those of Nos, 
70 and 72 Pike-street, H. E. Osiecki’s stable. At No, 
74 Pike-street Louis Frey's bakery was on fire in 
therear, J. Barne’s stable and a policy shop kept 
by one * Billy,” at No, 76 Pike-street, were buried 
under the ruins of one of the walis of No, 208 
Cherry-street, In Mechanic-aliey, wajcaning 
Hecker & Co.’s stable, was a shed in which the 
firm manufactured gas for the mills. At the height 
of the fire the firemen were able to keep several 
streams directed on it, and no damage was done to 
it. In the middie of the alley was a negro tene- 
menthouse occupied by eight families, They at- 
tempted to save their property before Sergt, D. 
Crowley, of the Seventh Precinct, drove them out. 
The house caught fire several times, but it was 
saved. 

After the fall of the Cherry-street wall of Hecker 
& Co.’s new building firemen gradually approached 
the ruins from ali sides, and others set to work ex- 
tinguishing the otber fires in Pike, Monroe, and 
Cherry streets. At 1 o'clock enough had been 
done to prove that all the fires were well in hand, 
aud they were declared fully under control at 1:45 
o’clock, 7 o'clock all the apparatus 


Soon after 7 
but the fire-boat Havemeyer were dismissed, and 
the weary firemen, many of whom had worked 
throughout the aay without anything to eat, were 
allowed to go totheir quarters. During the night 
the Havemeyer had two streams Diaying on the 
ruias of the spice miil, where the fire was confined. 

When the fire had burned itself out in all places 
except Ina portion of the spice mill, fronting on 
Cherry-street, two dangerous walis were left 
standing. One of these was a partition wall be- 
tween the Hecker mill and Sanger & Fisher's spice 
mill, near Water-street. It was nearly three stories 
in height. A rope was fastened about itand the 
ladder men of Truck No. 11 tried in vain to pull it 
over. A second rope was attached to the first, and 
about a hundred men and boys aided the ftremen 
in“ along pull,astrong pull, and a pull all to- 
gether.” The wal failed to come, but the rope 
broke, and nearly all of the volunteers fell down 
more or jess gracefully, the greater majority in the 
streams of dirty water that filled the eutter. 
After a hearty laugh there was = another 
effort which resulted in bringing down 
the stubborn wall. Tbe other daugerous portion 
was a column which had formed the north-east 
corner of the new mill. It was about 80 feet in 
height, and had as a sub-base support a heavy 
granite coping built into the wall and extending 
to an iron pillar on which one end rested. Soon 
after 6 o’clock an attempt was made to pull down 
this dangerous column, which was badly cracked 
atthe base. The ropes used would not do the 
work. Chains and tackle were sent for, and by 7 
o'clock a rigging was arranged under the direction 
of Capt. Ahesrn, of Hook and* Ladder Company 
No. 11, A half-hour’s hard work finally resutted in 
nulling out the coping which supported the col- 
umn, and then gracefully and slowly the huge 
mass of brick aud mortar gave way. The im- 
mense weight {In air made the’ mass crum- 
bie from the base, and it seemed first 
us though the mass were going to im- 
pel itself downward, like a huge pile, through 
the débris and into the earth. Then there was a 
tremer perceptible throughout the column asif it 
dreaded the fall, and then, in an unbroken mass, 
that portion of the column that had formed the 
four upper stories fell over toward Cherry-street, 
remaining intact until, with a deafening crash, it 
landed ou the débris and the portions of the west 
wall still standing. It was a splendid bit of rnin as 
it stood, and there was something akin to grandeur 
in its destruction, The only walls now standiug 
are those in Cherry-street about the spice mill, 
within which the fire was confined during the night. 
Lowering above these, In the very centre of the 
ruins, was the huge ener rising alone from the 
mass of bricks, mortar, and iron, and bearing an 
inscription of the initials of toe firm and the date 
of erection, 1865. 

Chiet Bates was well satisfled with the work 
done by his subordinates and thankful that not 
one of them was hurt. While the fire was in 

rogress several of them ran risks from failing 
»ricks, and there were two boiler explosions and 
several explosions of steam pipes. The explosions 
of the boilers were violent, but they threw rubbish 
only ashort distance. Sever dull thuds heard dur- 
ing the fire in the mill buildings were ascribed to 
explosions of flour suspended in the air after floors 
had fallen. It is wot believed that ag citizen was 
hurt. When a partof afwall fel! in Pike-street, a 
short time before noon, a citizen who was 
was struck on the neck with a brick. He 
looked around as if puzzled, and ran off. 
Shouts of “Who frowed dat brick?’ following 
him from spectators, who thought at first that he 
was seriously injured. Several firemen wero 
prostrated so as to be disabled. Assistant Chief 

Sngineer Oscar O. Shay overworked himself at the 
start, and was in such a condition of prostration 
that an ambulance was sent for. He refused to go 
to a hospitai, and watched tha fire supported on 
each side by a friend. He was as far as possible 
kept out of the heat of the fire, and was able later 
in the afternoon to walk unaided. Foreman Hugh 
Golden, of Engine Company No. i2, and Foreman 
George Serrell, of Engine Company No. 17, were 
prostrated in Cherry-street, and were taken 
by ambulance to Chambers-Street Hospital. 
Private George McGrath, of Truck Com- 
pany No. 1, strained himself while ad- 
justing a “Siamese butt’? and went home. 
Capt. Hull, of the lower insurance patrol, and nine 
of his men had a narrow escape from being crushed 
by the falling walls of the new Hecker mill. They 
were engaged spreading covers in the lower story 
of the building at Cherry and Pike streets, when 
the walls of the building at Pike and Water fell in 
and drove the fire into the building where they 
were at work. Most of the per managed to es- 
cape without much trouble, but the three last to 
leave the building had to be pulled out by main 
strengtn. In the effort to rescue the last man his 
clothes were torn in shreds, but fortunately he sus- 
tained no bodily injuries. Capt. Hull went to box 
No. 186, at Pike and Cherry streets, a few moments 
before to callfor assistance from the other patrols, 
but before he could send a call he was driven from 
the box by the intense heat, and had to leave his 
keys in the box. At the same time that Capt. Hull 
and his men came so near being buried four fire- 
men of steamer No. 9 had an equally narrow 
escape. They were in the same building, but in 
the story above Capt. Hull’s men, at work at the 
flames. The men had to abandon their hose, and 
made their escape by jumping out upon an awning 
and thence sliding to the ground by the posts. 

The state of excitement into which the greater 
number of the occupants of the tenement-houses 
in Monroe, Market, and Pike streets, and of the 
sailors’ boarding-houses in Water and _ Cherry 
streets, were thrown by the fire, amounted almost 
to frenzy. The thick, black masses of smoke 
which were wafted from the burning buildings 
penetrated every house for blocks around 
and added to the general alarm. Women. most of 
them clothed in calico wrappers and untidy gowns, 
ran from their houses in the wildest confusion, 
many of them carrying with them articles of value 
which they wished to save. Before the doors of 
manv of the houses in streets adjacent to the 
fire were piled bundles of clothing and quanti- 
ties of household effects which bore plain evidence 
of the hasty and rude manner of their removal 
from house to sidewalk. Jn many eases, for hours 
after the fire had been brought under control and 
all danger was past, the owners of these goods 
stood, or rather sat, watch over them, doubt- 
fully deliberating as to the advisability of 
carrying them. back into the house. The 
crowds in the vicinity of the conflagration 
‘were not so large as is usually the case on similar 
oceasions, and were composed mostly of women 
and boys. The people gave the Police far less 
trouble than ordinarily, ana this fact had the effect 
after a time of causing the Police to be less strict 
with regard to keeping the people within the limits 
of the fire lines. At various points, crowds stood 
in dangerous proximity to tottering walls and 
when these crumbled and fell a wild stampede 
would ensue. There were a number of narrow 
escapes, and fortunately no one was hurt. 
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COUNTING THE LOSSES. 

When the fire broke out, Mr. George V. 
Hecker, who lives at Orange, N. J., was on his way 
to New-York with his wife, from Long Branch. 
He was met when he landed with information of 
the fire, and, after sending his wife to the house of 


a friend, he went to the fire. Ascertaining that all 
his workmen were safe, be attended to business at 
the Metropolitan Mills, and made arrangements to 
employ the workmen employed at the Croton 
Mills, 0 that none of them will suffer by the dis- 
aster. ‘The capacity of the Croton Mills was from 
800 to 1,000 barrels of flour per day. The stock was 
short at the time of the dre, and the mills were 
et run to their full cavacite- Sae Motropolitan_ 
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Mills will fill orders as if no fire had occurred. Mr. 
Hevker could not estimate his loss closely. 
books and papers are nearly al] in @ 
fire-proof vault aud he hopes to #i:d them safe. 
He was weil insured, and his less may be from 
$300,000 to $500,000, genre $400,000, The polli- 
cies are well divided, scarcely anv bejng for more 
than $5,000, while the majority are for $2,500. 
When the fire broke out, nearly all the horses 
were at work, 8o that it was easy to save those that 
were in the stable. Fire Marshal Sheldon bad uo 
accurate information in regard to losses and in- 
surance. He has made arrangements to meet to- 
Poe persons who can give information on the sub- 
ect. ‘ 

The loss of Sanger & Fisher, of the Hudson 
Mills, has not yet been definitely ascertained, 
but. it will probably not exceed $200,000, 
which is believed to be only partially cov- 
ered by insurance. Owing to the slackness 
of the trade at this season of the year, 
the firm was carrying a much smaller stock than 
ordinarily. The Hudson Mills were started in 
their present location by Sanger & Fisher more 
than 25 years ago. The firm intends resuming its 
business with as little delay as possible. 

Estimates of the losses by the fire were made as 
closely as circumstances permitted yesterday, aud 
they are as follows:

THE TWENTY-SECOND 1N CAMP. 


DRILLING AT PEEKSKILL—MARCHING MOVE- 
MENTS WELL EXECUTED. 

After two days of comparative idleness at 
Peekskill, the Twenty-second Regiment went to 
work in earnest yesterday morning. The several 
companies filed into the compeny streets, after the 
Surgeons had done their work, and a drill was had 
in company mancuvres. It was a very pretty 
illustration of the tactics On one side of the 
parade-ground a company drilled in skirmish move- 
ments. Onthe opposite side, close column move- 
ments were being executed. Several com- 
panies were executing the movements in the 
manual of arms in the foreground, while 
at the base of the hill, beneath the Adijutant-Gen- 
eral’s head-quarters, the drum corps hammered 


their drums to the great delight of the small boys 


who ferry passengers across Annsville Creek to 
and from Peekskill, and to the corresponding dis- 
gust of some of the department officials, who 
were trying to snatch a few moments’ sleep in 
their quarters on the cliff. Immediately after 
breakfast the detuils assembled for guara-mount- 
ing. In order to avoid the repetition of the errors 
of the previous day, Adjt. Harding superintended 
the movements of the details as they marched to 
their places in line. The Sergeant-Major found it 
necessary to count fours several times owing to 
the miscount of a man in the rear rank, who 
persisted in raising his voice at the wrong time. 
The non-commissioned officers were slow in com- 
ing to the front and centre, and while returning to 
their places one of them failed to step off promptiy, 
and thus spoiled the effect. Ip other respects, 
however, the armory was a marked improvement 
over that of Sunday. The men were remarkably 
steady during the “troop” and when marching in 
review before the venerable Capt. Gregory, Officer 
of the Day. After the guard had moved off to its 
quarters line was formed for battalion drill Col, 
Porter Was incommand. He was mounted on a 
lively bay horse, which was inclined to dash over 
the bluff whenever the soldiers changed direction 
or shifted their muskets so that the glistening bay- 
oneta reflected the sun, The parade-ground was 
very dusty, and at tho close of the exercise the 
dark biue uniforms of the soldiers resembled the 
dingy green costumes worn by a company of Ger- 
man Yaegers. During the earlier aays of the 
encampment a sprinkling cart was kept busy wet- 
ting the grounds in the camp, but the continued 
drought has made caution rmecessary in the use of 
water in order not to exhaust the supply in the 
reservoir before the camp ts closed for the season. 
The marching movements were very well executed. 
The men had evidently been well drilled 
in the armory, and carried their guns 
at the proper angle when on the march. 
Attention to that detail distracts attention from 
many other minor errors when a regiment is on 
the march. Marching in battle-front was fair, 
although the men were unused to the undulating 
surface of the ground. For the latter reason more 
distance was lost in wheeling into line than would 
have been the case on a level floor, The exercises 
in the manual of arms was excellent. In thjs par- 
ticular the regiment exceeded any regiment that 
has been on the grounds, The drill was terminated 
in time to enable the men to “cast off’ be- 
fore dinner. During the afternoon many of 
the younger members of the regiment played 
base-ball, while companies A, B, and C 
engaged in rifle practice on the range. Capt. 
Charlies ‘T. Smith, of Company B. was detailed act- 
ing rezimental Inspector of Rifle Practice, and 
Col. J. G. Story looked after the interests of the 
State in the drill. Although Col. Story’s duties ere 
those of an Inspector, and he is not expected to do 
more than report the manuer in which rifle prac- 
tice is conducted, his services have proved inval- 
uabie as an instructor to the several regiments 
which have been encamped on the State grounds 
this Summer. The practice was at 100 and 800 
yards in the second class, and 200 and 500 
yards in the first class. The men shot well 
in the second class, the mwumber who 
qualified being 23. In the ccntest for the 
marksmen’'s badges the following won the trophies: 
J. G, Ackerson, 80; J. C. Lockwood, 28; I. Brincker- 
hoff, 27; Capt. C. T. Smith, 27; R. A. Sertvner, 27; 
Sergt. C. T. Foxwell. 26; Lieut. J. H. Chariton, 25; 
A. Pettenkofer, 25. Col. C. E. Orvis, of the Depart- 
ment of Rifle Practice, shot all over the ranges and 
scored 87 points for the marksman's badge. It was 
5:45 o’clock when this result had been reached, but 
it was supper-time,a much more important con- 
sideration than rifle-shooting, and an adjournment 
was taken. File and volley firing were therefore 
postponed until another day. 

A cool breeze blew through the camp from the 
Hudson yesterday, materially tempering the heat. 
Surgeon Duncan, therefore, had little todo. ‘ihe 
Surgeon employs as his orderly a boy about 16 

ears ola, who is preparing for college. The 
fad writes the Greek and Latin languages perfeetly 
and speaks them with tolerable fluency. As the 
Surgeon's quarters are in the vicinity of the Chap- 
lam’s tent, the Doctor finds it a great relief to 
have an orderly at whom he can swear 
in Greek or Latin when things go wrong 
without fear of shocking the sensibili- 
ties of the Chaplain. The officers of the regi- 
ment have sustained their reputation for quiet and 
orderly behavior during the nights. They goto 
bed promptly when “taps"’ is sounded, except- 
ing Col. Porter, who appears to take deight in 
riding over the hills at all hours of the nignt, and 
turns up in camp with alarming suddenness when 
he is least expected. Asheisa good horseman, 
the sentinels along the border of the cliffs are 
egually on the alert with the guard at the entrance to 
the camp when the Colonel is outside the lines. The 
Peekskill traders are disappointed inthe regiment. 
They expected to reap a rich harvest during its 
encampment. They have seeu very little of the 
men, however. Most of the members are contented 
to remain in the camp, and whenever Gilmore’s 
Band is playing few of the members of the regi- 
ment are absent. ‘The regiment is like an enor- 
mous tadpole,’”’ said an officer yesterday. ‘*Gil- 
more’s Band isthe head ard the regiment is the 
tall. Wherever the band moves the regiment is 
bound to follow, and the public is equally inter- 
ested in seeing Gilmore’s Band and the regiment.” 
The dress-parade and concert were attended by as 
large a number of spectators as were present 
on Sunday evening. One of the features of 
dress-parade in the regiment is that the band in 
“sounding off” pans an air in slow time as it 
marches down the line, and in double time in 
marching back to its place. Last evening the band 
played the Brazilian national air when passing 
down in front, and ‘A Salute to New-York” on its 
return to its placeinline. The dress-parade was 
perfect as it was on the previous evening. Soon 
after dress-parade the band assembled on tho 
parade-ground. Surrounded by nundreds of Chi- 
nese lanterns and other decorations, the band per- 
formed the following programme: Overture, "A 
Night in Grenada;” Waltz, Krollsboliklanz, ** Mon- 
astery Bells;’? Mazourka, “Blue Violets;” “Le 
Miserore,” from *'Il Trovatore,” as aduet between 
Bent, on the trombone, and Raffayolo, on the 
euphonium, in which the latter, as Manrico, re- 
mained behind the castle wail, represented by a 
Sergeant’s tent. The final piece was called ‘'A 
Trip to Manhattan Beach,’’ by Fanciulli,

ACTION OF THE GENERAL COMMITTEE ON THE 


WARD CONTESTS, 


Barely a quorum answered to their names 
last evening in the Musie Hall at Flatbush and 
Fulton avenues, Brooklyn, when the special meet- 
ing of the Kings County Republican General Com- 
mittee summoned to take action in reference to 
the ward contests pending for some months back 
was called to order. The galleries, how- 
ever, were crowded. There appeared, too, 
to be a large number of delegates to 
the committee present who, for some rea- 


son or other, did not answer to their names. 
Albert Daggett and W. W. Goodrich, the most 
prominent leaders of the opposing factions in the 
committee, were both absent, and there seemed to 
be some hesitancy among the lesser lights as to 
what course to pursue. Mr. Ogden, from the 
special committee appointed to inquire into the 
condition of the Fourth Ward Republican Associa- 
tion, reported in favor of a re-enrollment of the 
Republicans of the ward. The report was adopt- 
ed. This action was a defeat tor the Worth-Dady 
faction. Michael J. Dady is one of Jacob Worth’s 
chief lieutenants, and for some time back has con- 
trolled the machinery of the Republican organiza- 
tion in the Fourth Ward inthe interest of Worth. 

Mr. Gilluly. from the committee appointed to 
conduct a primary in the Sixteenth Ward, (the 
Sixteenth Ward is also the Seventh Assembly Dis- 
trict and _ is Jacob Worth’s own ward,) at which 
ward officers and three delegates to the 
General Committee were elected, reported 
that the primary was fraudulent by reason of the 
fact that at least 80 Democrats voted who had no 
right to vote. The committee submitted affidavits 
mace by Democrats who admitted that they had 
voted illegally, and concluded their report with a 
Se that a new primary be held inthe 
ward. 

Mr. Nicot moved the adoption of the report. Mr. 
Maddox, who represented the Worth faction, ad- 
vocated the laying over of the report until the next 
meeting. Discussing the question of illegal voting, 
Mr. Maddox sald he bad the swora testimony of 
the Secretary of the Democratic organization of 
the Sixteenth Ward to the effect that they (the 
Democratic Enroliment Committee) had_ delib- 
erately placed the names of men on the books who 
had not presented themseives for enroliment, in 
order to make the 2% per cent. of regis- 
tered Democratic voters necessary to entitle 
the ward to representation in the new Democratic 
General Committee. ‘The point made by Mr. Mad- 
dox was that it was quite possible that the names 
of Republicans were placed on the Democrats’ 
books without the consent of such Republicans, 
and that in that way they had incurred the suspi- 
cion of illegal voting. Contrary to the expectation 
of those who knew that John A. Nichols had 
joined forces with the Daggett-Hobbs faction ata 
recent Coney Island conference, the Quarantine 
Commissioner from the Twentieth Ward favored 
Mr. Maddox's proposition to defer the matter for 
a week. Mr. Leaycraft, also a party tothe Coney 
Island conference, was in favor of delay. Mr. Nicot 
made a vigorous speech in favor of adopting the 
report. He said the honest Republicans of the Six- 
teenth Ward had been cheated for years, and 
when they brought their grievances to the General 
Committee they were met with adjournment after 
adjournment, and all for what? That Mr, Jacob 
Worth might be given another chance. After 
some further debate the report ordering the new 
primary was adopted by a vote of 48 to 82. 

Messrs. Hobbs, Ostrander, and Godard were ap- 
pointed a committee to frame a provision which 
shall efficiently protect Republican primary elec- 
tions from fraud. The Chapin law, while an im- 
provement on the old system, was found insufficient 
to prevent fraudulent voting. The Chair appointed 
Messrs, Ogden, Hurley, Baird, Heughton, and 
Savage as a committee to re-enroll the Republicans 
of tbe Fourth Ward. In discussing the meeting 
the politicians spoke of it as "a very solid poom 
for Cornell.”’

MORE OLD HANDS EXPECTED TO RETURN TO 
WORK TO-DAY. 

Fifteen or twenty of the old hands who 
went out on strike are expected to return to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad pliers, Nos. 4and 5 North 
River, to-day. Superintendent J. S. Boden said 
yesterday that a number of the strikers had 
waited upon him and asked to be taken back 
at 17 cents an hour. They desired their 
names to go on the roll the Ist of the 
month, and he told them to report to 
him to-day. Superintendent Boden added that 
he would not take all the men back. He would 
only give employment to those whom he had rea- 
son to believe did not go out of thelr own volition, 
and from whom no trouble would be expected in 
the future. Many of the new hands kad proved 
themselves capable of doing the work, and would 
be retained. Only the incapable ones would be 
sent away. Some of the freight agents expressed 
the belief that to-day would show a change in the 
situation. They thought the men would break 
away from their ranks and come back in large 
numbers. They would want their names to go on 
the rolls, and would not care longer to trust to 
sympathy to support them. ‘* We don’t feel like 
giving up,”’ said a striker, ‘‘although there is no 
question but that the companies have the best of it 
at this time. No one will say but that we ought to 
have the 8 cents we ask for. It’s apoor living we're 
getting now, but Il for one am going to hold out 
until] get better. Yes,I hear some of the men 
are going back, but that don’t mean that ali are.”’ 

‘he situation was much improved for the rail- 
roads. The amount of frelght offered was not 
jarge, and there was no trouble in taking eare of 
it. Even at St. John's Park, where matters have 
been in the worst shape, the freight was h:ndled 
easily. Taken altogether, the seventh week of the 
strike began poorly for the strikers, and there was 
little encouragement for them. 

The Finance Committee met during the day at 
Military Hall to receive aid from sympathizing 
trades unions and people. In theevening the com- 
mittee distributed pecuniary relief to those strikers 
who were married and had families. To these 
were paid $1,300, and the unmarried men were 
promised relief at the end of the week. A delega- 
tion from the Furriers’ Union called and gave 
the committee $2300 to help on the strike. 
Several delegates from otber unions and 
shops brought contributions, and the committee 
reported that the receipts of the day had amounted 
to nearly $1.000. The stmking freight handlers of 
Jetsey City held their usual meeting yesterday, but 
nothing of importance was done. The contribu- 
tions were $160 50. A committee was appointed 
to arrange for a mass-meeting at Paterson to-mor- 
row. President McNamara and Mr. Murphy made 
the usual speeches. The latter also announced 
that he bad arranged with Col. Ingersoll for a lec- 
ture in aid of the union. Col. Ingersoll said he 
would take no pay for his services.

TRUNK LINE PASSENGER TRAFFIC.

THE COMMITTEE SOLVING THE PROBLEM OF 
DIFFERENTIAL RATES. 

In equalizing the passenger business of the 
trunk line railroads the committee considering the 
question has found it necessary to establish differ- 
ential rates to and from Chicago and other points 
in the West. The roads whose routes are the long- 
est ask the advantage of a decreased tariff in or- 
der that they may secure their share of tho traffic. 
Commissioner Fink said last evening that the 


committee in solving the problem was obliged to 
incorporate in the pooling arrangement an allow- 
anee for time and distance to those roads whose 
facilities for through business were the least favor- 
able. ‘The roads to which differential rates will be 
allowed are‘the Erie, the Grand Trunk, and the 
Baltimore and Ohio. The New-York Central and 
the Pennsylvania, which enjoy the greatest 
natural advantages, will adhere to the 
schedule rates established by the committee. 
The sunject of rates and percentages is in the 
bands of Commissioner Fink for disposition, and 
his reply will probably be ready at the next meet- 
ing of the Joint Executive Committee. In order 
that there may be no injurious competition result- 
ingin the cutting of rates, the clause in the com- 
act prohibiting commissions to agents, to secure 
Pesiness, will be rigidly enforced. By the 
differential arrangement it is calculated that 
the traffic will be so evenly adjusted that the 
money accounts of the roads will be reduced to a 
minimum, and that none of the lines will carry 
more than its share of passengers. By an even dis- 
tribution of business through the differential plan 
the difficulties of frequent epoeeh for readjust- 
ments of percentages to suit-the demands of roads 
which think their business entitles them to in- 
creased allowances will be obviated. The question 
is a delicate and important one, as it includes the 
trafic to all competitive points.

THE BOERS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


ALFRED AYLWARD ON BRITISH AGGRESSION 

—A 8YMPATHIZING AUDIENCE. 
_ An audience that about half filled the large 
hall in Cooper Union listened last night to a lecture 
on the Boers of South Africa, delivered by Alfred 
Aylward,the Irish South African Boer Commandant. 
The lecture was given under the auspices of sev- 
eral gentlemen of this City who have strong anti- 
British proclivities. Among those who occupied 
seats on the platform were Dr. William B. Wallace, 
Col, Cavanagh, of the Sixty-ninth Regiment; Judge 
William H. Kelly, Miles M. O’Brien, James P. Farrell, 
M. D. Gallagher, Hugh King, Capt. Cushing, of the 
Sixty-ninth Regiment, and Col. Anthony Higgins. 
Col. C. G. Otis presided. The lecturer was re- 
ceived with enthusiasm, and his talk, which em- 
braced “British aggression and defeat in the 
Transvaal, with personal sketches and remarks 
on incidents in the late war, the coun- 
try, its resources and its people,” was 
frequently applauded. The oints sought 
to be made against the British Government 
met with emphatic manifestations of approval on 
the part of the audience. Mr. Aylward is a tall 
and somewhat fine-looking man, with black hair 
and whiskers. He has an unmistakable Irish 
brogue and an earnest, self-reliant manner. He is 
said to possess literary ability, having written nu- 
merous articles for London periodicals and news- 
papers. His life has been full of adventure. He 
took a prominent part in the Fenian movement in 
Ireland in 1867, and was imprisoned in Dublin on 
the charge of conspiracy. After his release, in 
1868, he went to South Africa and acquired 
an extensive knowledge of that country. He was 
an ardent sympathizer with the Boers in their 
war with England and entered heartily into the 
conflict on their side. President Pretorius ap- 
pointed him to a civil office, known as ‘* Heem- 
radep.”’ in 1870, and in 1876 he received from Presi- 
dent Burgers a commission as Captain. He was 
appointed a Commandant Nov. 17, 1876, and subse- 
quently was made a military Commissioner, with 
the rank of General, in which capacity he super- 
seded Gen. Steyn. He is accorded the credit 
of having served the Boers intelligently and 
bravely.. He left the Transvaal on Dec. 16 last 
to come to this country, and, in opening his lec- 
ture, he explained that all of the compensation 
that he received from the Boers, after the close of 
the war, was £100. The little Dutch a he 
said, was poor and unable to make any liberal pro- 
vision for any of those who had fought for it. As 
there was nothing for him todo there, Mr. Aylward 
concluded to come to this country and tell the 
American people who and what the Boers are. He 
expects to return to the Transvaal next year, at 
which time an election for a new President is to 
occur, 

Commandant Aylward gave a brief history of the 
Boers, and described their customs and the causes 
which led to their rebellion against British author- 
ity. The speaker alluded with particular severity 
to British aggressiveness, and aroused his audience 
to a high pitch of indignation. He said that it was 
the policy of England to crush out the spirit of in- 
dependence from all unfortunate people over 
whom they were able to exercise control, where- 
upon the Rey. Father Flannery, who sat in 
the front part of the hall, proposed ‘‘three 
cheers for Arabi Bey.”” About 20 voices responded 
to the proposition. A few minutes later the same 
clergyman emphasized one of the lecturer's points 
against England’s arrogance and meddlesomeness 
by crying out “Egypt! Egypt!’ Allusion -was 
made to the indomitable pluck of the Boers, and 
the speaker paid an earnest tribute to the women of 
the Transvaal. He said not only did they faithfully 
and virtuously attend to all of their domestic 
dnties as wives and mothers, but they worked 
shouider to shoulder with the men during the war. 
They made bullets as fast as the men could fire 
them, and attended to tne feeding of the soldiers 
and cared for thejsick and wounded. The Com- 
mandant said that during the 10 years that he was 
in the country of the Boers he never heard one 
word of slander directed against a Boer woman. 
The latter are proverbially virtuous. 

BRAVE POLICEMEN PROMOTED. 

During the fire in Teller’s boarding-house, 
No. 103 Greenwich-street, on the afternoon of Fri- 
day, July 21, several persons were saved from the 
flames, as then reported, by the bravery and exer- 
tions of the firemen. Capt. Clinchey, of the Eigh- 
teenth Precinct, appeared before the Police Com- 
missioners yesterday, and stated that the lives 


were saved not by the firemen, but by Patrolmen 
William B. Deweves, Patrick Reynolds, and Jobn 
O'Neill, of the Eighteenth Precinct, and George 
Nolan, of the steam-boat squad, who rescued the 
women and ghildren before the engines reached 
the scene. The board, upon learning these facts, 
at once raised the four patrolmen to the rank of 
roundsmen, placed their names on the roll of 
honor, and voted a silver medal to each.
